BELLINGHAM, 
A GREAT CASE. 
To the Editor of The Uhicagu Tribune, 

Cnicaao, Dec. 9.—There is a remarkable 
dissimilarity between the case of the assasin 
Guiteau and that of John Bellingham, who 
murdered the Rt.-Hou. Spencer Perceval, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the lobby of 
the Iiouse of Commons May 11, 1811. 

Taking all the facts and circumstances sur- 

rounding’ the case of Bellingham, there were 
many more reasons for Supposing him insane 
than exist in the case of Garfield’s assasin, 
yet he was promptly tried and executed. 
It may be of interest at this time to con- 
trust the two cases, and I give the principal 
facts of Bellmgham's case as reported in 
“ Celebrated Trials.“ ,

Whenever a per- 
son ulidertakes to impose upon a coumunity, 
ora jury, or anybody that he is insane, such 
an effort creates the suspicion of an inter- 
ested motive sugrested by a calculating 
mind, and it is likely that the jury in the 
Guiteau case will receive just such an im- 
pression. It may be admitted that Guiteau 
had an insane lust for notoriety which bis 
vicious nature induced him to indulge to any 
extent, but that theory will scarcely be ac- 
cepted in condonation of his work of assasi- 
nation, and his own claim of insanity at this 
late day wii) not help him out.

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THE PRESIDENTIAL “INABILITY” QUES- 
TION. 

Among the subjects to witich the Presi- 
dent in his late message to Congress sug- 
gested the early attention of that body was 
the meaning of “inability,” specified by the 
Constitution as one of the conditions under 
which the Vice-President shall succeed to 
the office of Chief Magistrate. The long-con- 
tinued illness of the late President Garfield 
and his practical incapacity to discharge the 
duties of his office during the two months 
preceding his death gave this subject an im- 
portance which it had never assumed at any 
previous time in the history of the Gevern- 
ment. President Arthur addressed Congress 
on thé matter as follows: 


It is provided by the second article ot the Con- 
stitution, in the fifth clause of its first section, 
that in case of the removal of the President 
from office, or of bis death, res gnation, or iva- 
bility to discharge the powers and duwes of said 
office, the same shall devolve on the Vice-Presi- 
dent. What is the intention of the Constitu- 
tion in its specifticaudn? * luuability to discharge 
the powers and duties of said oftice”’ is one uf 
the contingencies whieh call the Vice-Presi- 
dent to the exercise of Presidential func- 
tons. 
long-continued jntehectual incnpacity, or has it 
a broader import? Want must be its extent and 
duration? How must its existence be estub- 
lished? Has tho President, whose inability is 
the subject of inquiry, any voiée in determining 
whether or not it exists? Oris the decision of 
that momentous and delicate ques don contided 
to the Vice-President, or is it contempiated by 
the Constitution that Congress snould provide 
by law precisely what should constitute inabii- 
ity, and bow and by what tribunal! or autboriry 
it shouid be ascertained? If the inub,iity proves 
to be temporagy in its nature, and during its 
continuance the Vice-President lawfully exer- 
cises the functions of the Executive, by what 
tenure does be bold his once? Does he continue 
as President for the remuairder of the four- 
years’ term, or would the elected President, it 
bis inability shuuld eease in the interval, 
empowered to resume bis office? And if, baving 
such lawtul authority. he should exercise it, 
would the Vice-President thoreu em- 
powered to resume hie powers and duties as such? 

The above extract from the message isa 
very fair presentment of the doubts and dif- 
ficu/ties which attend any attempt at settling 
the question, but it suggests no remedy. 
That is a matter for Congress to determine. 
It may be, or it may not be, that Senator 
Garland intended that the bill whici he hus 
proposed should be of service in solving the 
problem, but itis certain that the adoption 
of his bill would leave the whole question as 
complicated as before. Senator Garland’s 
bill is as follows: 


Be it enacted, ete. That Sec. 146. Title 3, of the 
Revised Statutes, is hereby repeaied. 

Sec.2 In case of the remorul. death, resigna- 
tion, or inability of both the President and V ice- 
President of the United States, the Secretary of 
State for the time being, or, if there be ov See- 
retary of State, then the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for the time being, or, if there be neither 
Secretary of State nur Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, then the Secretary of War. for the time 
being shall uct as President until the disability 
be removed or the President be elected in the 
manner and at the time provided in the Consti- 
tution and the .aws; or. in case there be no ut 
cas on under the law tor an election. uutil the 
existing term of office of the President 80 re- 
moved, resigued, dead. or disabled shall have 
expired. 


The section of the Revised Statutes which 
it is proposed to repeal by the above bill pro- 
vides that in the case of removal, death, res- 
ignation, or inability of both the P.esident 
and Vice-President, “the President of the 
Senate, or, if there is none, then the Speaker 
of the Ilouse of Representatives for the time 
belns, shall act as President until the dis- 
ability is removed or a President elected.” 
Senator Garland’s bill, therefore, merely pro- 
poses to substitute the Secretary of State, or 
Secretary of the Treasury, or Secretary of 
War, in the order named, for the President 
of the Senate or the Speaker of the House as 
‘successor to the Presidential office in a cer- 
tain contingency. There does not seem to be 
any special demand for the proposed change. 
if it be Senator Garland’s purpose to guard 
against a contingency in which no person 
should be authorized by law to act as Presi- 
dent (which would pave been the case had 
Vice-President Arthur died about the same 
time as President Garfield, and before a 
President of the Senate or a Speaker of the 
House had been elected), then it would obvi- 
ously be wiser to add the Secretary of State, 
Secretary of the Treasury, and Secretary of 
War to the line of succession rather than sub- 
stitute them for the officers now named by 
the statute. It is just as possible that the Cabi- 
net offices named should be vacant as that 
the positions of the President of the Senate 
and Speaker of the House should be unoceu- 
pied. The line of succession might be in- 
creased to advantdge by the addition of three 
Cabinet officers, because such a provision 
would render still more remote the contin- 
geney of an absolute vacancy ‘ina the Execnu- 
tive office. , 

But, in any case, Senator Garland’s bill 
falls to meet the difficulty surgested by the 
late President's long prostra tion and pointed 
out in President Arthur’s message. The 
questions to be decided are: What is consti- 
tutional ? Who shall determine 
when such ty exists? What rule shall 
govern the recovery of the Presidential! of- 
nee by the person elected if the inability, 
shall terminate during his life? Removal, 
death, and resignation are events about 
which there can be no dispute, and in the case 

either of these it is clear that the Vice- 
t succeeds to the office of President; 
but it is not clear what is meant by in- 
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the Vice-President shall 
all, when the 2 
ident has not is not 
ey has not nor yet how long the 
Vice-President shall hold the office in such 
anevent. Thisis the question which Con- 
gress should consider as much more impor- 
tant than the line of succession in case of the 
death or removal of both the President and 
the Vice-President—a contingency which is 
already reasonably provided for by the 
statute. 

There is some danger of attempts at Mexti- 
eanization in lodging in any person or per- 
sons authority to decide that the President 
suffers from constitutional “inability,” and 
to call the Vice-President to the office, Cer- 
tainly the Vice-President ought not to have 
any discretion in @gpermining such a conditions

At the same time, 
it is not safe to leave the matter for Congress 
to determine whenever an emergency may 
arise. In such case Congress may not be in 
session when Executive “inability” sets in. 
Who shall call Congress together in such 
case? If the President, then that very act 
would be an argument against the alleged 
“inability.” If Congress were in session, 
who would sign a bill deciaring the “inabil- 
ity’? If the Presiden: should sign such a 
bill it would be partial evidence of his ¢om- 
petency to act as President, and if he would 
not or could not sign it, what measures 
should then be taken to establish inabill- 
ty”? And hnallyy if such inability, whether 
physical or mental, were transient in its 
character, how would the President proceed 
to regain his office, in case ef the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s unwillingness to surrender it, after 
the inability had disappeared ? 

These are the questions to which Congress

A correspondent asks: “ What is the de- 
cision referred to by Mr. Wells?“ 

It is the decision in the well-known case of 
The Loan Association of Cleveland vs. The 
City of Topeka. This was a suit brought to 
compel the payment of interest on $100,0u0 in 
bonds issued by the City of Topeka, Kas., 
“as a donation to encourage the King 
Wrought-Iron. Manufacturmg and Iron 
Works Company, of Topeka, in its design 
of establishing a manufactory of iron 
bridges in that city.” The United States 
Cireult Court for Kansas held that the bonds 
were invalid as not having been issued for 
a public purpose.“ The Supreme Court of 


the United States affirmed the decision of the 


court below. Justice Miller delivered the 
opinion of the Supreme Couft. Some of the 


prupusitions laid down by him were: 

I. There is no such thing in the theory of ovr 
Governments, State vr National, as unlimited 
power in any of their branches. ibe Executive, 
the Legisiutive, and the Judicial Departments 
are ail of limited and defined powers. 

2. ‘here are i:miiations of sun powers which 
ar.se out of the esseutial nature of all free 
Governments; implied reserwations of individ- 
ual rigbts, without which the social compact 
could not exist, and Which are respected by all 
Governments entitled to the vame. 


J. Among these is the limitation of the right | 


of taxation, that it can only be usedin aid of 
ie an object which is within the 
purpose for which Govergments are estabitshed. 

4. It cannot, tuerefore. exercised in aid of 
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ure on the principle of live and 
let live. In every instance where the tenants 
have made improvements which the land- 
lords had confiseated the court restores such 
improvements to them, and throws off the 
rents which the landlords had imposed on 
these improvements. Notwithstanding all 
the opposition and predictions of failure the 
Land bill will prove to be a great act of pacif- 
ication—the greatest that ever was passed 
since Henry II.’s General Strongbow, in- 
vaded the island 700 years ago.

After a few thousand ten- 
ures are fixed by the courts the landiords 
and tenants will compromise most of their 
differences and agree on the future rentals.

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NEW. MEX co AND ARIZONA: 

Senator thealls, of Kansas, has introduced 
a bill “ to enable the people of New Mexico 
to form a Constitution and State Govern- 
ment, and for Its admission as a State into 
the Union.” There are several reasons why 
New Mexico as at present organized should 
not be admitted iutu the Union. It has not 
sufficient population. According to the last 
census there were but 119.565 persons in the 
Territory, including 10,000 Indians and half- 
breeds. The rate of growth is slow. New 
Mexico has been open for settlement 250 
years. Santa Fé is one of the oldest towns 
in North America, and has been the Capital 
of New Mexico since 1640. If e had been 
any capacity in the soil for sus@#ining a large 
population, New Mexico would have been 
thickly settled long ago. Moreover, the 


character of thé populatlon is not satis- | 


factory. It is largely made upof “ Greaser“ 
Mexicans, mongreis, half-breeds, none of 
whom speak English, cowboys, and a rov- 
ing class of adventurers who have no fixed 
habitations, 
may or may not be permanent. It cannot, at 
any rate, be depended on as an element of 
Stability in a new State. 

New Mexico and Arizona ought to be con- 
solidated. They were formerly parts ot one 
Territory. The reason for their division was 
the want of means of communication be- 


' 
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winds. In almost every one of the once bare 
and shadeless prairie-fields there are now 
to be seen at propet distances and local- 
ities and in sufficient numbers trees under 
which the cattle can find in hot bd aged some 
shady escape from the Diazing sinlight. At 
all convenient fence corners, and aloug the 
road sides there are trees growing up all ove” 
Illinois where onee there was not a shade- 
tree to be seen in a day’s journey. Where 
orchards can be successfully maintained, 
they are to be found, but as these are not to 
be depended on, are thousands of lots 
of five, ten, twenty, and even of forty acres 
to be seen on which are growing vigorously 
trees of every variety, ineluding oak, walnut, 
hickory, ash, maple, bench locust, willow, 
chestnut, buckeye, and other varieties of 
trees. As a general thing the growth of 
these trees in our prarie land is vigorous 
and healthy. They are already numerous 
enough and far enough advanced to give 
life and beauty to the landscape; this is strik- 
ingly evident by contrasting a farm thus 
liberally planted with one on which the dry 
rail fence is the only thing visible above the 
naked prairie. Thousands of farms on the 
prairies have now groves and small forests 
already sufficiently grown to furnish fre- 
wood, 

It is to be hoped that this great work will 
be continued until the landscape of IIIInols. 
and of Iowa, and of the prairies generally, 


| will be as diversified with forest, grove, and 


plain asis possible in the absence of hills 
and valleys. This Improvement, which costs 
so little, and which willi add so much to the 
value and ta, the comfort of our Western 
farms, is one of the best investments that 
can be made. Every man owning a farm 
should put a few acres in trees, and should 
plant a tree at every available corner where 
it can be utilized for any purpose.

In 1853, on the inauguration of 
President Pierce, he became the editor of the 
Washington Union, the National Democratic or- 
gan, ja which position he added greatly to his 
reputation as a political writer, and also as a 
gentieman of fine literary attainments, he being 
in great demand as an orator and as a lecturer. 
In 13856. when Buchanan was nominated at 
Cincinnati for President, Forney abandoned all 
his Washington engagements, and went to Penn- 
syivania, where, as Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, be assumed command of the 
campaign in that State, and was able to give the 
Electoral votg@ of Pennsylvania to Buchanan, 
and electing bim. At the same election the 
Democrats obtained a majority of three votes

‘Taxes are burdens orcharges impused by the 
Legtslature upon persons or property to raise 
mouey for public purposes. (Cooley on * Consti- 
tucional Limitavions."’) é; 


The Supreme Court held (Justice Clifford 
only dissenting) that there can be no lawful 
tax which is not laid for “a publie purpose.” 
It did uot undertake to define precisely what 
a public purpose was further than to decide 
that the establishment of manufacturies by 
private individuals for the benefit which they 
might indirectly confer upon the community 
was not such a purpose. 

The court below, Judge Dillon presiding, 
Was- even more explicit. In deciding this 
case it simply reaflirmed the opinion previ- 
ously delivered by it in the Commercial Bank 
vs. the City of lola, Kas. (Dillon 2, 362), 
where the folluwing language was used: 

The -question under discussion must be de- 
termined upon some principle, and I hold it to 
be sound doctrine that the mere incidental 
benefits to the public or the State which result 
from the 4— by individuals of ordinar 
branches of business or industry do not const i- 
tule a public uac in a sense which justifies the 
exercise of either the power of eminent domain 
or of taxation. 

There seems to be no doubt but that the 
Supreme Court of the United States if a case 
involving the issue directly should come be- 
fore it would reaffirm the opinion of Judge 
Dillon in its broadest application. It has 
gone just as far in denying the constitution-

And they would provably limit their production 
to thé quantity of steel for Which they could 
find a market at home. Dut if the home mar- 
ket became slack the steel milis would seek 
foreign markets for their surplus rails. There 
is no country where railroad stec! iron can be 
made as cheaply as in thiscountry, if the manu- 
facturers were like our farmers, nou-protected. 
Previous to the boom in the price of steel 
rails the mille In New York and in this State 
successfully competed with the English for the 
supply of steel rails to roads in Canada, the 
mills of each country paying the same Canadian 
tariff. 

We have more and cheaper food, more and 
cheaper tron ore, more and cheaper coal, more 
and cheaper fluxes, more inventive and bet- 
ter workmen than in any rival country in 
the worid. Of course, as long as the steel 
pool enjoy 100 per cent of protection they 
are not going to make of sell cheap steel 
to the American péopie. We are not blam- 
ing the steel manufacturers for charging ail 
the law allows them, but we do blame the 
law which enables them to exact two prices. It 
is unjust to the rest of the country.

MANAGER JANNER’S EFFORTS. 
rf Special Cable. 

Vrenna, Dec. 9.—The Herald special says: 
A few seconds after the commencement of 
the fire Manager Janner appeared at one of 
the windows of the first story leading to the 
Ring. He shouted to the crowd, but what he 
meant only few could understand. He asked 
the crowd to keep quiet, not to press on. 
“Only the curtain is burning. Keep quiet. 
Don’t press on,“ a human voice cried, mak- 
ing itself heard above the screaming of thou- 
sands and the misery of hundreds. The 
voice was heard for a few minutes, 
then it was suffocated by ; the 
thundering noises produced by the fire, and 
the human crowd. The fire had gained rapid 
headway inside, and had reached the gas- 
fixtures. 

THE IAGHTS SUDDENLY WENT OUT 
in all the corridors of the theatre, in the 
wardrobes, and restaurants. In the lobbies 
dark night reigned, A lurid light 
was only seen in the auditorium, 
where the devouring flames carried disaster, 
but still showed to some few the road to 
safety. But the staircase—those unhappy 
staircases Lin one moment they were filled 
up and obstructed. ‘The crowd pressed on, 
trampled, fell down, and fresh masses of 
fugitives went over the bodies of the un- 
happy ones who had fallen. 
THERE WAS NO ESCAPE— 
there couſd be no none—as one pressed 
against the other. Some few who had jumped 
up in the first moment got through now and 
then. Also a strong man made his way out. 
On the Ring there were seen some faces black- 
ened by the smoke and reeking with blood. 
They had fough: for their lives on a battle- 
field without glory. 

FIFTREN LONG MINUTES PASSED. 
The must bloody battle which decides the 
fate of King or crown could scarcely have 
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d manded so many deaths as those 
fifteen minutes. At last the first 
engines arrived through the Schotten 


Gasse, over the Ring. The parquette and the 
boxes had, meanwhile, been emptied quickly 
enough. Climbing and jumping over the 
seats the crowd had found an exit, but in the 
galleries 

DEATH REAPED A FEARFUL HARVEST. 
especially on the left side, and on the third 
tler, where a door caught fire, the firemen 
who came in saw a most dire spectacle. In 
lines, in heaps, dead men and women lay at 
the doors and entranees in such thick knots 
that they could hardly be disentangled. 
More than once a couple of corpses 
were brought out, man and wife, who 
had entwined themseives in the cramp of 
death. The smoke had had pity on them, 
and had executed the sentence of ‘death be- 
fore the flames could do their devouring 
work. Persons wete found suffocated and 
crushed to death, but no marks of burning 
were on them. Happy those who had 
reached the corridors and other localities 
leading to the front. There were no ladders 
at first. 

ONE SINGLE STEP-LADDER 

was to be found, and a few long minutes 
passed before it was gotten into order. 
Sheets meanwhile had been opened, and the 
persons standing up-stairs were encouraged 
tojump down. Women were the first to jump. 
It was terrible to see how one after the 
other made the leap through the air. Then 
men followed, then againf women. An old 
gentieman insisted that two boys should 
jump first. One of them refused to go. He 
caught hold with his hands of the window- 
bar. His fingers were trodden on, and he 
fell into the street. 
FIFTY PERSONS 
were in this way saved. In the thick crowd 
strange forms appeared—naked, half-naked, 
strangely-dressed people. “They were artists. 
One of them wore nothing but a white 
under-jacket and a powdered wig.

the flames might have raged for two hours 
without reaching the auditorium, dut from 
the present disaster it appears that 
all precautions are useless if, at 
the decisive moment, the workmen omit the 
very first and most pressing precautions. 
We are sorry to say that we cannot hold the 
management entirely biameless. According 
to trustworthy information it appears that 
the oil lamps were not lighted. They 
ought to have burned, aecording 
to the latest police ordinances, in 
all the staircases and 
of the theatre to enable tne public to find 
the exits if the gas-lights should go out. 
low much mistortune might have been 
thus prevented today! And, make the 
matter worse, it had been Torgotten to 
pat in motion the fire telegraph 
on the stage. Thus it happened that it was 
quite a quarter past 7—more than twenty- 
tive minutes after the beginning of the 
fire—before the firemen, who had been 


apprised by private people of the oc- 
currence, appeared on the spot. As 
they had not Leen told that the 


fire was so very violent, they came partially 
without any apparatus for life-saving, and 
then the work was much retarded and the 
excitement and confusion largely increased. 
It was half-past_7 before the firemen from 
the other districts appeared. 
MR. BROWN, 
of the firm of Brown Bros, & Co., of New 
York, who, with his wife and entire family, 
visited the Ring Theatre on Thursday after- 
noon, at the matinée concert, and, there- 
fore, jeft the theatre about an hour before 
the catustrophe, says that the stairways were 
narrow and winding, leading from the lobby 
tu the parquet. The seats were scarcely wide 
enough for two persons to pass, and he had 
vowed after arriving in the open 
air, never to take his family in 
such a death-trap again. The difficulty 
oft escaping, even after leaving the audi- 
torium, may be gathered from the narrative 
of a young man who had a seat in one of 
the galleries. He says that the galleries 
were quite filled. 
THE AMERICAN MEDICAI. STUDENTS, 
of whom there are 150 in Vienna, and who 
usually frequent the moderate priced places, 
seem to have kept away altogether ou the 
fatal night, for not one is reported as miss- 
ing, although six German and Hungarian 
fellow-students are among the dead. An 
eye-witness said that as soon as the fire burst 
through the curtain into the audituriuma 
terrible cry went up from the entire house. 
To spring up and hasten to the exit was the 
work of a moment. In the corridors the 
deepest darkness prevailed. With many 
others L tried to make my way in the dark, 
and caught hold of the coat of a person be- 
fore me, and my own coat was held by a 
string of others behind me. Thus 
WE GROPED OUR WAY ro ru STAIRS, 
where also it was piteh dark. All fell on 
one another, but tinally we reached the grand 
loggia. While we were eseaping we heard the 
plereing shrieks of the unfortunates who 
were either crushed to death or suifocated 
by the sinoke and fumes. Those who could 
not reach the siairs hastened tothe windows 
of the loggia. It was a terrible time. Dense 
crowds struggled together, those behind 
urging those in front to ‘spring out, or we 
shall all die.“ 
THE VIEW OF THE RODIES 
at the morgue shows some which retain the 
form of the last desperate struggle. the 
features expressing the final cramp of agony. 
Others are falt women, some with diamond 
rings still glittering on their fingers. The 
only objects by which they can possibly 
be recognized have been trampled to death 
and then partly consumed by the fire. Some 
have their skulls crushed in and limbs dis- 
torted and broken. From others the bowels 
protrude, a horrifying sight; but why con- 
tinue the ghastly list? So far only a dozen 


eaped, wounded but with life, from the 
catastrophe. The rest are all dead, and all 
this fearful result is due to the 
CRIMINAL CARELESNESS, 
negligence, and lack of the ordinary pre- 
cautions of safety. The week after the Nice 
fire the police authorities ordered that Di- 
rector Janver should have a reserve of petro- 
leum lights in all the passages and galleries 
in case of the extinction of the gas, 
that a sufficient number of water-plugs 
should be in the flies, and that a wire gauze 
curtain should be placed before the drop- 
scene to letdown in case of fire on the 
stage. 
SIX MONTHS HAVE PASSED 
since this order, end a fire breaks out in the 
scenery on the stage. llow the fire originated 
is immaterial, and nobody seems to know 
really how it did originate, whether by the 
overturning of a parafine lamp on the stage, 
or by the carelessness of a man lighting lights, 
in the flies, or whether a piece of scenery 
was driven by adraft, for which the the- 
atre is renowned, over the blaze of the au- 
ditorium. Every precaution for the security 
of the audience was there except the drill 
and discipline of the attendants, who, with 
their directors, are 
RESPONSIBLE FOR THE CATASTROPHE. 
The audience was helpless. The bravest 
man could do nothing. The shouts of Di- 
rector Janner to the audience, endeavoring 
to quiet them by saying that there was no 
danger, reads today like the act of a 
man dé@prived of his senses. The calm- 
est head, the bravest heart, could have 
done nothing to save those nearest and dear- 
est to him. It was almost impossibie to save 
any one but one’s self. Several of those 
who escaped are today 
MADMEN.

THE VIENNA FIRE DEPARTMENT 
proved itself supremely inefficient. There 
was only one fire engine giving a stream 
scarcely larger than a finger, and it could 
not render any serviee. There is to be a 
searching official inquiry into the cause of 
the fire, and who Is eulpable. 
THE “ WIENER ALLGEMINE ZEITUNG” 
demands that all the theatres in the city, with 
the exception of the obera-house. be closed 
at once and not allowed to reopen until all 
the eatrances, exits, galleries, and passages 
are rebuilt so as to assnre safety 
to the audiences.

ONE ENTIRE FAMILY OF SEVEN. 
The father arrived home on Thursday 
after six months’ absence, and celebrated his 
birthday by taking all to the theatre. 

Many bodies lack their bands or feet, which 
were torn off in the struggle for life. One 
beautiful young lady lost beth arms. To- 
night only pieces of bodies can be recovered. 
The fire still barns in the upper 
lorggia. Some corpses are crushed almost 
flut. Among the bodies found were those of 

A MOTHER AND CHILD 
seated, embracing each other, on the steps 
leading to the second gallery. The stairs to 
the third and fourth galleries were found 
barricaded with such a mass of overcoats, 
umbrellas, jackets, shawls, and bonnets that 
the workmen had to tear these away before 
they could proceed to the left side. The third 
gallery had few victims, one man having thw 
presence of mind to maintain order at the 
open door, and after entering the dark pas- 
suge he lighted a wax taper and led the peo- 
ple out of danger. 
THE BURIAL OF THE VICTIMS 
takes place on Sunday. The number 
mourned will be at least 500, perhaps more. 
Consul-General Weaver assures me tonight 
that no American students are missing. In 
the narrow stairway between the second and 
third galleries the firemen discovered a con- 
fused mass of human bodies all writhed to- 
gether. The corpse’ taken out of the gal- 
leries were so mangled, so entwined, that it is 
not doubted that the unfortunate at last

in. order to gain the door. Three of the 
corpses could not be separated, and were 
borne away together. The scenes descrip- 
tive of the bodies awaiting recognition in ya- 
rlous places are too fearful to repeat.

On the fingers of one are 
brilliant diamonds. Most of the ladies are 
simply without human shape. On many the 
legs, arms, and hands are wanting.

THY ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 
is the accidental upsetting of a small spirit- 
lamp. The first act of the Contes D’ Hoff- 
mann“ represents the students’ beer-house, 
in which a lamp is used.

THE MORNING'S SEARCH, 

To the Western Associated Presa. 

VIENNA, Dec. %-Morning.—So far 270 
bodies have been ‘recovered, from the ruins. 
The fourth gallery has not yet been explored. 
It is believed that notasingle person es- 
caped from that gallery, and that very 
few escaped from the third gallery. The 
corpses last recovered are little more than 
charred fragments. Gross neglect is charged 
against the management of the theatre. The 
law prescribes the use of oil lamps in the 
corridors vf theatres, so that exits shall be 
discernible in event of failure of gas; but 
this precaution was utterly neglected, The 
person in charge of the iron curtain between 
the stage and the auditorium appears to have 
fled at the first alarm. 

THE CITY IN MOURNING, 

The bourse is closed in consequence of the 
calamity of last night. The work ot remov- 
ing bodies from the ruins continues. The 
city is plunged into the deepest gloom. At 
the Cathedral and all churches tomorrow 
masses for the souls of the victims will be 
said, The scenes attending the removal of 
the charred and mangled bodies are horrible 
and painful in the extreme. 

STILL BURNING, 

The fire is still burni There are now 
150 wounded persons lying in the hospitals. 
All of these were rescued from the burning 
building last night, and many are fatally in- 
jured, and the greater number wounded are 
disfigured for life. The burning ruins still 
contain a great number of bodies. 

THR AUDIENCE. 

The theatre at the time the fire broke out 
was crowded, with the exception of the 
boxes, whieh were as yet unoccupied, and a 
part of the pit, the vacant seats belonging to 
fashionable people, who always come late in 
order to attract attention. On the stage and 
in the dressing-rooms there were 200 people. 
Most of these were ballet girls, many of 
whoin were attired in stage costumes, 

A RECITAL. 

The Wiener Allegemeine Zeitung, whose 
offices are immediately opposit the ill-fated 
Ring Theatre, gives a graphie account of the 
catastrophe, of which the following is an ex- 
tract: 

We write with death in our hearts, unable 
to find words to describe the pain which we 
suffer. A terrible calamity befell our city 
today. The Ring Theatre, formerly known 
as the Opera Comique, is in ashes, and hun- 
dreds of human bemgs are victims of the ca- 
tastrophe. Nothing like this horror has ever 
occurred before in this city. At ten min- 
utes before 7 the fire broke out. 
The theatre was pretty well filled, 
but happily not entirely crowded. A con- 
siderable number of people were still in the 
foyer and dressing-rooms, and a dense mass 
of carriages occupied the Schalten ring. It 
had just commenced to snow, and in the 
auditorium of the theatre there was the usual 
bustle before the commencement of the per- 
formance, people walking up and down, 
looking for their places. and the noise of 
turning down seats was heard on all sides. 
The boxes were still empty, but the balcony 
and galleries were well filled. 

ON THE STAGE 

everything was in a state of activity and 
bustle, workingmen removing scenery, etc. 

Offenbach’s comic opera “Les Contes 
D’lotiman” was to be performed for the 
second time. Some of the singers and actors 
had already taken their places on the stage 
in costume, but many were, however, still in 
the dressing-rooims in the hands of costumers 

and Lair-dressers. The overture had not 
yet begun. How the fire commenced cannot 
yet be definitly stated, and probably it will 

never be known. According to one version 

the scenery was ignited by a spark 

from the electric machinery. Accord- 

ing to another a workman with 

an alcohol lamp caused the disaster. 

The former version is the more likelywone. 

Director Helemesberger,who stood upon the 

stage, was the first one to notice the fire. In 

a moment after the “flies” were wrapped in 

flames and the network of wood, ropes, and 

canvas was burning like tinder. 

THE PROPLE ON THE STAGE 

were stnupetied with fear at first, and they 
speedily took to flight in the most terrible 
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on left of the stage, where a smull stair- 


case led to H ufen Strasse, In a mo- 
mont the curtain up and a draft blew it 
hither and. t r until, like a fiery tongue, 
it darted back forth from auditorium to 
stage. The fire me master of the Ring 
Theatre. “Fire!” “Fire!” 


“THE RING THEATKE IS ON FIRE!” 
was the cry that went from month to ear. 
On the Ring strasse the flames were already 
bursting through the roof, and cries such as 
Vienna never heard before filled it. They 
seemed not like the cries ot human beings, 
but such woeful accents as can be heard only 

the death struggle. The scene was in- 
ribable. All those inside of the fated 
building were pushing their way toward the 
street, which was crowded at all points. ‘The 
audience from the theatre struggled and 
crushed each other in the  veristyle 
and foyer, and confusion reigned supreme. 
Suddenly cries were heard from the windows 
of the theatre leading to the ring: 
eon over the entrance was soon emptied, 
and the cries of thase at the windows and of 
those from within the theatre were awful, 
and swelled louder and louder. The mass Of 
people in the street was growing denser con- 
stantly. 

ALL THE MORNING PAPERS 
publish Jong heartrending accounts of the 
eatastrophe. Most of them place the num- 
ber of dead at 300, but with the persons who 
were in the fourth gallery yet to hear from 
the number will be swelled to 500 at least. 
Even the police seem reluctant to speak of 
the extent of the disaster in the upper gal- 
lery, and neither firemen nor soldiers have 
as yet dared to penetrate the dreadful scene. 
The fireman who had assisted in bringing out 
the bodies from the third gallery bem asked: 
“How many persons do you think are in 
the fourth gallery?“ answered, “Two hun- 
dred, and possibly 500—who can tell? They 
are there in thick masses. We shall not 
know how many are dead until the people 
of Vienna have sent in their list of missing 
ones to the police.“ 

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 
is not yetestablished to a certainty, but of 
the cowardice of the firemen on the stage and 
the attendants who should have let down the 
iron screen—of the general want of provision 
in the event of such a catastrophe—there re- 
mains no doubt. The theatre itself was a 
very handsome edifice. So far as the 
interior was concerned, it was apparently 
constructed with a view to exaggerate 
such a catastrophe as that of last night. The 
stairs and passage-ways were laid out in a 
strangely compiicated manner, so that one 
needed a good knowledge of the place to find 
his way at all in and outof the theatre. 
‘These peculiarities were noted on the day of 
the opening of the theatre, the 15th of Janu- 
ary, 1874, when “Il Barberie de Seviglia ” 
was performed. These stairways and pas- 
sages last night proved fatal to many who 
had already escaped the horrors of suffoca- 
tion inside the auditorium. Following is 

THE NARRATIVE OF HERR LINDMAN, 
an actor engaged in the theatre: 

It was a quarter to 7, and the second signal 
had been given to the actors that in a quarter 
of an hour the performance would begin. 1 
was in my dressing-room, and on hearing the 
alarm I rushed on the stage and found my- 
self in a sea of flames. A violent draught of 
air ruse, and a perfect column of fire seemed 
to rush against thecurtains, which it quickly 
pierced. Then astream of fire poured into 
the theatre and up to the galleries. I only 
heard a single horrifying scream, a single cry 
of unspeakable terror, and fearful despair.” 
The actor then describes the scene of the 
menibers of the chorus flying to reach the 
doorway and eseape from the fire. Inspecto 
Nitzoe escaped from his dwelling and 
upper story. Ile describes 
THE FEARFUL SCENE IN THE AUDITORIUM 
as follows: The people lay there in heaps, 
and ina: in the strangest postures. Some 
had their hands stretched out imploringly, 
and there were others whose nails were 
drawn into the flesh in despair.” 

A LADY 
who was in the third row of the parquet at 
the time of the disaster says: “1 was just 
about to take out my opera-glass from its 
case when, suddenly, I remarked that the 
curtain was driven out violently toward me. 
A sheet of fire poured out immediately after 
over the seats. I grasped my friend by the 
arm and hurried toward the central 
entrance, but, in a ‘moment, all the 
lights were extinguished, and we 
were in complete darkness. Only by keep- 
ing a firm hold of the railing were we ena- 
bled to grope our way down the stairway. 
Suddenly, to my horror, I found my friend 
no longer clung to me. I screamed out her 
name, and to my delight I was answered. 
She caught hold of me again, and we were 
crushed out through the darkness with the 
living mass of fugitives and saved.” 
THE OFFICIAL REPORT 

states that of 157 bodies taken to the hospi- 
tals ninety-six are those of men, forty-one 
those of women, and twenty are so badly 
burned that the sex is indistinguishable. It 
appears the five watef-taps above the stage 
which might have been of material assist- 
ance in checking the fire at its outbreak were 
not used in consequence of the panic which 


ensued, 
THE MORNING’S RECITAL. 


The audience at the theatre last night was 
larger than usual, owing to the fact that the 
day was a holiday. The cast consisted of 
the actors Ferenezy, Lindorf, Wilke, Ru- 
dolph, and Leindau, and the actresses Staat, 
Fischer, and lonia. There were about 200 
persons on the stage and in the adjoining 
dressing-rooms at the time of the out- 
break of the fire. The ballet corps was 
mostly only half-dressed. On the extinction 
of the lights all rushed for the stage door. 
and many were knocked down and trampled 
upon, but most of them reached the street 
without serious injury. The galleries were 
crowded, and the pit fairly filled, but owing 
to the earliness of the hour there were only 
a few persons in the stalis and boxes. 

IN THE PANIC 
the person responsible for the safety of the 
theatre neglected to use the means for tele- 
graphing to the fire-engine stations which 
they had at their disposal. The audience 
consequently was left for ten minutes strug- 
Im wildly in the darkness for means of 
exit. The life-saving brigade then arrived 
with ladders, terches, and jumping-sheets. 
The persons saved with the aid of the sheets 
jumped from the windows by the dozen ata 
time. In an hour and a half the whole 
building was 
A ROARING FURNACE. 

The persous whose bodies were first re 
covered seem to have died mostly from suf- 
focation, but the other bodies present a 
shocking spectacle. Many have heads or

Explosion of a Golicr in ®& Pittsburg 
Rolling-Mill. 

Prrresvrc, Pa., Dec. 9.—Tbis evening about 5 
o' clock a boiler burst im the Keystone Roiling- 
Mill. Fourteenth Ward, completely demolishing 
the boller-house, scattering débris in every di- 
rection, end killing one man and seriously in- 
juring ten more. At the hour mentioned peovie 
living in that portion of the city were startied 
by a territic explosion, and, upon burrying to 
the mill, found ou every side evidence of a ter- 
rible disaster. The mill employs 30 men. 

wildfire, and 
children of those 
empioyed were, at the scene, weeping, 
wailing, and wringing their bands, fearing that 
those they loved were among the killed or 
wounded. As soon as the débris could be cleared 
the work of hunting for the bodies begun. For- 
tunately, however. this resulted in finding that 
but one man was kilied. He was the fireman, 
Jobn Quinn, and was u the boiler-house woea 
the explosion occurred. He was badly sca!ded,vut 
resuited from concussion of de brain. Of 
those injured only one, Alvan Gideon, it 1s 
thought, will die. He was u laborer, and is se- 
riousiv: burned, besides baving a compound 
fracture of the right ankle. Upon investia- 
tion it was found that ouly one builer of the bat - 
tery of five bad exploded. The _ boiler- 
bead bier out and went in au nortu- 
erly direction, tearmg down the corner 
of the wurehbouse and landing fuliy 50 
yards away. Another piece fuurteen tet lou 
touk an easteriy course, falling in the yard of C. 
G. Hussey & Co.’s copper works, % feet dis- 
tunt. The tue went svutbwestwardiy. tearing 
off a portion of one of the corners of the mill. 
and finally striking a orick building used as an 
unnealing bouse by Hussey, Howe & Co.. 
and demolishing it. ther and smalier pieces 
were scuttered in all directions, doing more or 
less damage. The engineer, Coaries Bennett, 
bad gone luto the engiue-room a few minutes 
before, and thus escaped injury. He says he 
wus carrying 100 pounds of steam, and that the 
ouvilers were inspected threc months ago, when 
sermission was given 0 carry 120 pounds. The 
wilers were forty-eight inches in diameter, 
and were put in three years avo. Prior to that 
they had been in use. At preseut nothing 1s 
known us to the cnuse of tbe explosion, 
but an investigation will be dad at once.

AN ITALIAN KILILS HIS YCUNG WIFE AND 
MOTHER-IN-LAW AND THEN SHUOTS HLM- 
SELF.

New York, Dec. 9.—A horrible tragedy 
occurred this morning in a Thompson street 
tenement. About 9 v’clock Pasquale Tacu- 
cito, or Majone, aged 21 years, an Italian. 
living on the second floor of the rear of house 

No. 56 Thompson street, shot his wife Cath- 

erine through the head, killing heron the 

spot. Turning upon his mother-lu-law. 

Maria Valenta, he shot her through the head, 

and next shot himself. Bespattered with the 

brains of his two victims and dripping with 
blood he went to the Prince Street Police 

Station and gave himself up. The police 

procured an ambulance and sent Maria 

Valeuta, who was still alive, but 

WITH A BULLET IN HER BRAIN, 

to the St. Vincent Hospital. The murderer 

has a chance of recovery, but has two bul- 

lets in his head. His young wife was only 

14 years of age, and her mother 32 ‘The 

mother-in-law, whose name is Marie 

Valentine, died immediag—iy upon her re- 

moval. The murderer sass: “I shot myself 

once, then my wife, and then my mother-in- 
law. Then I ran out, and, when going 

through the yard, shot myself twice. I 

started toward the poll e station to give my- 

self up, and met Officer Hurrington in South 

Fifth avenue. I shot my wife because I was 

jealous of her. 

SHE WAS UNFAITHFUL TO ME, 

and consorted with other men. My mother- 

in-law told me of it.“ The mother took the 

part of her daughter against her husband, 
who was of a vivient, quarrelsume disposi- 
tion, and from the beginning of their mar- 
riage las. May exhibited the most unreasen- 
ing jealousy, and frequently abused his wife 
in a mauner that provoked from ber mother 
the threat that she would take her away 
and live elsewhere, letting Pasquale 
shift for himself. Soon after his 
marriage Pasquale, in a bar-room 
brawl, stabbed another Italian, and was bun- 
ished with imprisonment in default of $1,000 
bail. It does not apvear that their quarrel 
had anything to do with 

HIS WIFE’S CONDUCT, 
but Pasquale’s inability to procure the neces- 
sary ball greatly aggravated his violent 
humors, and he blamed his wife and her 
parents for not being able to procure the sum 
to set him free. A Witness says mur-

All EXTRAORDINARY PLEA. 


Judge E. St. Julian Cox, Impeached by 
the Minmesota Lexzislature, Makes 
His Auswer to the Charges Against 
Him.

Sr. Paul., Mina., Dec. 9.—Judge E. St. Julian 

Cox, impeached by the Legisiature for drunken- 
es; and leva conduct, made an extraordinary 

pleain his anewer just filed with the man- 

agersofthe impeaghment. He does not deny 
the charges, but demurs. First, that the facts 
stated in the said art.cles do not constitute cor- 
rupt conduct in office, nor any crime, or crimes, 
or misdemeanor, or misdemeavors in office. 
Second, that the said articie, and each and 
every one of them,donotcharge this respond- 
ent with corrupt conduct in oltice, vor with any 
crime, or crimes, or misdemeanor, or misde- 
meuuors in otlice. ‘Third. that ia and by 
suid articles and ouch and every of them, this 
respondent is nut charged with any offease or 
matters for which he can be heid to answer by 
and before this court; and, furthermore, this 
respondent deinurs to the eighteenta and tweu- 
tieta ot said articles; and cach of them, on the 
further and particular ground chat tne facts 
and charges therein set forth are nut stated with 
sullicient distinctness, dednitaesa, and cer- 
tainty to enable or require this respoudent to 
answer the same. The first seventeen articles 
of impeachmeut make specific charges vf drunk- 
envess while on the bench. The eigbteenth is 
un Omoibusarticle, charg ng bavitual drunken- 
ness, while the nineteenth makes a specific 
charge of lewdness, and the twenttetd is anoth- 
er omnibus articie ch ring babitual lewdness. 

The defense claims that crimes and misdemean- 

ors are indictable oife..se8, while drunkenness 


that diunkenness and lewaness are neither 
crimes nor misde.weanurs. The whole case will 
prob. blv binge on this point, though it is sur- 
gested that perhaps the Senate may take the 
ground iuat they are the Judges of what crimes 
and misdemeanors are. The defendant's attor- 
neys confidently expect that the objecti«.ns will 
ve sustained, but others, whose opinions have 
weight, think differently, and as the law of im- 
pexchment does not svem to be very well under- 
stood a burd gat may be expected.

The Zast- Bound Freight Prob- 
lem and the Way to 
Solve It. 


Perſecting Arrangements for the 
Discomfiture of Dishonest 
Shippers. 


The East- ound Freight Probiem—As 
Long as the Prices Here are Begu- 
lated by Specuiation the Bailreads 
Will Su fer. 

The inability of the railroads leading East to 
secure business at present, except at losing 
rates, is causing much apprehension among 
railroad managers, who predict that if this con- 
dition of affairs continues throughout the win- 
ter nearly all the Eastern lines will be seriously 
crippled. The roads leading East from this city 
hu vo kept up tnus far tolerably well, and their 
losses have not been so be@vy as on some of the 
New Engiand roads; but it this condiuon of 
affairs continues much longer, it is claimed, the 
Westeru roads will make as bad a showing in 
the epring as the New England roads have donc 
lately. The Boston & Albany lost nearly the 
Whole of its large surplus of the year fore, 
ufter paying 8 per cent dividend, and it 
is surmised that if its ptember eurti- 
ings had been actually given, in- 
-tead of estimated, the surplus would 
un vo. digappeared entirely. The New York & 
New England's report showed that, nutwith- 
standing a large increased business, its surpius 
lor the year was cut down from neariy Gau. o 
toonly Sie. and thie wi hout any margins 
for dividends upon its capital of . , . The 
Fitenburg Road s (Houosac Tunnel Line) anuust 
report shows that, after baving man) fat years, 
it bus at last encountered a lean oue, and. in- 
stead of baving a surplus, as in the year before. 
vas to report u deficit of 8164.50 % alter meeting 
the tix charges and dividends of 7 per cent 
upon the capital stock. 

It is understood that there are no longer any 
obstacies in tbe way of a restoration of peace, 
and that Vanderbilt is as desirvus of bringt 
thé present conflict to a speedy end as 
upy of the other magnates. Dut the roads 
now find it impossibie tu restore rates, as they 
are not able to et business even at the present 
low rates. Were it not for this condition of af- 
fairs peace would have becn reéstablished at 
the close of navigation. The ra.Jroadsare com- 

elied to cut rates now in order to secure some 

usiness, and it has even been suggested that 
the reguiur rates be still further reduced to 
meet the competition of the Mississippi River 
barge lines, When ure taking grain tbrougb 
from St. Leuls to Liverpool at from Il cents to 

12 ceuts per bushel. A majority of the railroad 

officials, bowever, are opposed to making a 

further reduction in rates at present, as they do 

not think that such action would heip ia 
moving were ftreights. The difficulty is not 
because freight rates ure too light, but 
because the prices bere are much higher tnan 
they are in the East and in Eurppe, and before 
a change fur the better can take place prices 
bere wiil either have to go dowu considerably 
or the prices in the East to advance. In speak- 
ing of this matter, a promineut Easteru freight 
vtiiciai said yesterday that the great trouble was 
that the markets on the Board ot Trade were 
regulated by specalation, and not by the value 
of the property. There was no demand in Eu- 
rope for our proper. at the present prices. The 

rullroads lead ng east trom Chicago have now a 
od supply of cars, and weresbort of business. 
he iew shipments, guing forward were oaly 

made by ruiiroads Cutting rates, which be con- 

siders a very foolish policy, especially at this 
season of the year. avigation has just 
closed; the money market would de tignt 
untn after the bolidays, at leust, and 
if the railroads bad vuoly buckbone envughb to 
hold rates tirm, even if they gut little or no 
business for a few weeks, de felt quite certain 
that they would succeed in forcing the market 
down to proper values. which must be regulated 

— by Europeau markets, and not by spec- 

ulauon. 


Hydraulie Motors on English Railways. 

The American Architect bus the following re- 
gurding a new system of bydraulic motors 
which bas lately been introdcced on some of the 
Enzlisb railways: 

A system of bydraulic motors has been intro- 
duced into the treight stations of some English 
ruilways which preseuts many novel features. 
As every one knows,an immense amount of 
mercbuudise ts bandied at these stations, and it 
is necessary tu provide accommodations for re- 
ceiving and dispatcbing a larze number of cars 
during tue twenty-four bours. Wit us this 
would be done by securing ample yard-room and 
filliog it with parallel tracks and switebes; but 
ground in London and Liverpool is costly, and 
the Kngiish m uugers of truusportauon are 
more careful than ours to keep tne goods in- 
trusted to them protected from the weuther, 80 
thut it is found more satisfactory te buiid 
the structures fur the reception and delivery 
ot freight at the more important points 
in two stories, bist the cars bodily 
from one to the otuer, be loaded or dis- 
cburged. Moreover, 8 is tound to be 
saved Oy arranging tbe tracks for the storage of 
cars not immediately needed for use transversely 
to the main trucks, from woich tber are abifted 
by means of rows of turntables, which wil take 
& or seven cars at once frow u train and trans- 
fer them at once to their proper places without 
the tedious bauling of the whole train back and 
forth over the switcbes by which the same object 
is geveruily uccomplisbed here, and the transfer 
of singie curs, for which our yardmasters would 
have to employ a locomotive, is there obtained 
by the use ot horses or special motors. For such 
upplications of a moderate power at any dvs.red 
point the bydraulic motor is found very suitabie. 
The power is derived from one or twoaceumutla- 
tors vn toe Armstrong priaciple, in which water 
is pumped into a cyliuder under a piston loaded 
with a weight of thirty or furty tons, furnish- 
ing a constant pressure, wulen is transferred to 
auy part of the freight-sard, or indeed to a 
greater distance, by means of iron pipes, laid 
underground, beyond the reach of frost. 
conversion of this furce into mouon at the de- 
sired point is effected by cupstans, Bimilar in 
everything except size to some of our familiar 
wuter- motors. and supplied like a hydrant by a 
simple vaive with along stem. Posts with re- 
volving caps, like horizontal pulleys, serve to 
truusmit the power io any required direction, 


and tbree men—of whom one manages the cap- 


stan, the second runs with the rope and book 
from place to place, and tbe third stops the curs 
at tbe required point by means of the bruke— 
can move safely 150 or 20 cars every twenty- 
tour bours. ‘The raising of the loaded cars to 
the store-rooms in the lofts of the freigut- 
houses is accumpi shed by hydraulic ele- 
vators of simple construction, and the water, 
atter baving performed its work, is returned to 
the accumulator to receive a new churge of 
force. The main supply-pipe is arranged to 
form a complete circuit, the water in which is 
ulways, by bydrostatic law, under nearly the 
ute pressure as in the accumulator, a email 
loss being cuused by friction. Each machine, 
whetber capstan or clevator, takes iis supply 
from the main circuit through a short branch 
pipe, which is furnished witb a valve so that any 
muchine can be cut off for repairs without af- 
fecting the operation of the others, and an air- 
cushion attached to the main conduit p events 
wuter- hammer in the pipes from the action uf 
the muchines. The pipes ure made of cast-iron, 
put together with sieeve-joints packed with 
wutta-percha, and secured by bolts, and tested 
to about three times the actual working pressure.

organized a week ago. Inspectors will be placed 
at tbe various freight depotsin this city to ex- 
utmmine all susp:cious packages sent there for 
shipment or passing through the city, and if 
fuund tu Contam Other articies (han represented 
on the way- bills they w.il be returned to the 
sbippers or detained until the shippers bave 
been heard trom. The ugents at the various 
freigot depois have been justructed to codper- 
ate with the Inspectors as much as possible. 

It is understood tat the raiironds leading 
west rom Milwaukee and St. Louis ba vo agreed 
to make similar arrangements for the inspec- 
tion of suspicious packrges, and hopes are also 
„nter aimed thal the ratirunds at the otber larre 
railruond centres will take similar steps tu pro- 
tect themselves frum bemg swindied by die- 
honest and unprine:pled sbippers. The reliable 
and bovuest merchants codperate beurtily with 
the rnilronds in this movement, having suffered 
irom the evil almost as much as the railroads 
themselves. as the unprincipled merchants, by 
misrepresentipg their goods in puckuges, se- 
cured an advaotuge of frum 3 to 50 cents per 
1.0 pounds over those who shipped cheir gouds 
“aetraight.” 

It w believed t if all the railroads act 
unitedly and barmentiously in the matter there 
will be very little opposition to the new arrange- 
ment on the part of merchants.

Hanging of Fraun Hall at Little Rock, 
5 Ark, for Murder. 
Rnecial Dispatch to Thé Chicago Tribune. 

Lirrin Rock, Ark., Dec. 9.--Frank Hall was 
hanged.today at 12:15 for the murder ot Paul 
Saunders. The scaffold was erected within the 
jail yard. ana only a limited number of tickets is- 
sued. The execution, however, was witnessed by 
a large crowd from the adjacent housetops Afew 
days ago Hall embraced the Catholie faith, the 
rites of the Church being administered by the 
Rev. Father Hunneman. He expressed himseif 
as being fully prepared to die, and aseended the 
scaffold witha tirm step, made no remarks, and 
exhibited remarkable fortitude throughout the 
trying ordeal. He died witnout a struggle. 

A HUMAN FIiRY,. 

Frank Heil, who today paid the death penalty 
on the scaffold for the murder of Paui Sanders, 
was a splendid spec meu of pbhysicdl manhood. 
He was al! bone aud mus cle, stood 6feet 7 inches 
in his stockings, and weighed 2300 pounds. His 
reckicss courage. prodigious strength, and utter 
contempt for law or human ite made bim a 
hero not only amour many of bis owe race, but 
also among a certain class of people whose ad- 
miration is aroused by the deeds of an outlaw or 
desperado. He was born in North Carolina, and 
was 36 years old. He early developed propensi- 
ties which subsequently led him to the gallows. 
Before he was 15 he had been engaged in two 
stubbing affrays—" letting daylight into certain 
persons who were trying to boss me, by means 
of a big buteher-kKnite, as he crisply ex pressed 
it. After this de ran a wild career, gaining a 
wide reputation as a dangerous character, and 
acquiring the sobriquet “The Hyena,” which 
clung to him as long as be lived. More thau one 
predicted the fate which today overtook bim; 

but be always insisted that he was too smart for 
the average run of people, and that when te 
died it would be as a gentieman, and not like a 
criminal. Before teaving North Carolina it is 
stated that he committed 

TWO HORRIBLE MURDERS, 

escaping punishment in both cases through the 
efforts of u shrewd criminal lawyer. At the 
close of the Rebellion he emigrated to this State, 
settling near Lonoke,in Lonoke County. He 
speedily exhibited his true character—that of a 
butly and desperado—and ied a life which was 
an exact counterpart Of that of his earlier years. 
Some time after bis arrivala shocking murder 
was committed oa the ratiroad near Lonoke. 
The victim was a curpeoter named Smith, a 
native of Massachusetts, who had accumulated 
considerable money from various contracts 


wien be had filled throughout the State. His 
neck was droken by a club, and his money 
stolen, ang the body thrown on the track to 
leave the ifMpressiun that be bad been run over 
by the cars. Hall and twonegro friends first 
found the body. Suspicion pointed to the trio, 
but 


THERE WAS NO POSITIVE PROOF, 
and, though public opinion pronounced them 
guilty, the law could not mete out punishment 
fur lack of evidence. Soon after the mysterions 
murder, Hall rubbed a colored friend named 
Stophen Gray, and for the olfense was sent to 
the Stute Prison turee years. When his term of 
service expired be came to Pulaski County, 
locating Quly a shart distance from Little Rock. 
He rapidly acquired influence among the coiored 
people in the neigbvorbeed, and this fact led 
to his emoloyment us à clerk by Col. J. M. Dittard. 
who kept a small store in the vicinity. One 
evening last spring a crowd of negryes and 
whites gathered at the store. The scege which 
transpired is best told in Hail’s own version as 
given fo THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE Correspondent.

Col. Dillard told ore to search - The 
latter asked if I bad a warrant. Col. Dillard 
suid: Go ahead; you need no warrant.’

Execution af Mentreal of Mugh Hay- 

vera ter a Murder Committed in the 
| Anccial Digpateh to The Chicace Tribu’ 

Monrnrdt, Dec. 9.—At 8 o'clock this morning 
within the precinct of the jail yard the mur- 
derer, Hugh Hayvera, expiated nis crime. 
There were no noticeable features in connec- 
tion with the execution, the unfortunate man, 
who was physically weak and very pale, dying 
almost without a strugszie. No speech was made 
from the sca@vld, and the generul public were 
not admitted. A large crowd collected outside 
the jail walls, but couid see nothing of the pro- 
ceedings. The crime was cowmitted on the 2th 
of June last. From the evidence given at the 
trial it appears that Thomus Saiter, a young 
man whoa few weeks aro was a thriving jew- 
eler, was undergoing sentence in the peviten- 
Uary for perjury. Serving a term of five years 
in the same prison for burgiary was Hugb Hay- 
vorn. a Montreal desperado. The day of the 
murder, being St. Peter and St. Paul's day, serv- 
ine was heid beta in the Reman Cuthbolic and 
Protestant Chapois. Shortly atter dinner Salter, 
in common with the other prisoners. was ascend- 
ing the staircase leading to the chapel. He had 
to pass a corridor at the bead of the stairs, pnd 
upou this corridor Hayvern was observed walk- 
ing up and down, 

GREATLY AGITATED, 
with an open knife in his hand. No sooner had 
Saiter reached the corridor than Hayvern sprang 
upon him like a wild beast, and befure he had 
time to cry out or defend nimseif he was pin- 
ond around the neck by, Ha; veru's left arm, 
while thuge present saw the murderer's right 
arm poised, and the next instant a blow bad 
been struck, With a convulsive effort Salter 
pushed hw enemy from him with both hands, 
ejaculatwmg, On, my God!“ and fell 
biecding to the ground. He hut 
raised himself, and was then assisted 
to the hospital, which was close by. Meantime 
the guard drew their revolvers, und Hayvera, 
Who wasan athiete six feet in hight, confront- 
ed them und dared them to tire upon bim. He 
refused to bedisarwed, and was finally drivea 
into the dungeon. He wus repeatedly advised 
to give up the knife, but 
HE STOOD ON GUARD IN THE CELL, 

calling upon the keeper to fire upon bim. He 
deciared wat he would cut his tbrout rst, and 
made a dash at it, wh.ch produced u 
wound whieb bled considerably. The Cuap- 
lain of the ail went to the chapel, 
donned Bis surplice, ordered thé ceil-door un- 
locked, and advanced upon the bieeding and 
maddened prisoner, who tbheh save up the 
weupon and was secured, The motive for tne 
crime Was attributed to we discovery by Salter 
of a plot on the part of several prisoners to es- 
cape. Hayvern was amoug the disappointed 
plotters, and guarged Sul ter with baving given 
information to the prisou autborities. Severai 
doctors exumgined uim aud declared that he was 
quite sane, Hayvern was tried atthe Court of 
Queen's Bench, and sencenced to be hanged Dec. 
uv. During the trial be kept quite cool. His 
moctber and nis uncie testitied that since he was 
14 1 old he nus never beon sober except when 
in jail. 


Probable Lynching of a Negro Murderer 
in Alabama. 

MontTGomery, Ala., Dec. 9.—A few nights ago 
W. McCann, a mercbant in Chambers County, 
was called up by some negroes, and as soon us 
he opened the door was kiiled.. A negro who 
confessed the crime was lodged in Lafavette 
Jail, and Ut is expected he bus been lynched, as 
a great crowd was soon on Lhe way to the jail.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Judge Brown. of the United States District 
Court tor the Eastern District. of Michigan, has 
rendered a decision of iaportakee to vessel men. 
The case referred to is that of Charies Bewick 
and others, owners of the propeller Alcona, va. 
the Detroit Fire & Marine Insurance Companys, 
to recover for a general average contribution. 
The policy insured the propeller against a total 
loss and gencral average Only in the sum of 
$1,000. By a stipulation of facts it appears that 
the propeller Aleona., with a cargo of 37,000 
bushels of corn, on ber way from Toledato 
Duftalo, and while proceeding down the Maumeo 
liver, went on the range stakes, brought up oa 
the bottom, and was unable to get off without 
assistance; that she lay about twenty feet out- 
side of the channel; that while she was thus 
stranded it was deemed advisable to lighter her 


of a portion of her cargo, and accordingly | 


about 5,000 bushela were removed from the 


propeller to a barge, and the propeller was 
then floated by the assistance of the pro- 
pelier Alpena and certain tugs. lt was 
shown that the propeller was in danger of being 
a total loss or sustaining serious damage to her- 
self or caro. She lay upon an even keel on a 
bank of clay, sand, and mud, several miies from 
the mouth of the river, protected from the 
heavy winds and sea of the open lake. A rise in 
the water would have floated her off, without 
assistance, and it was very improbabie that any 
such fall would oecur us would put her in 
serious peril. She lay a little distance from the 
channel, aud there was plenty of room for ether 
craft to pass without fear of a collision. The 
weather was good. and for all that appeared 
she was as safeas if lymg at ber own woartf. 
Judge Browa could not find the existence of an 
usuge of Insurance companies to treat such ex- 
penditures as general average. In sume in- 
stances such expenditures hud been allowed, but 
a custom could pot be proven by a few isolated 
cases. Judge Brown therefore decided that 
‘*‘where a vessel In the course of der voyage 
becomes stranded upon the bank of a river or 
harbour and tue circumstances are such as to 
show there is no damage to be apprehended 
from her lying there the expense of getting her 
off is not a subject of a general average coutri- 
bution.”’

The Cheerful Way in Which Small-Pox 
Victims Stumble Inte the (y- Hal 
Tue West Madison Street Cases—Noe 
Law te Prevent Outs ders irom U- 
loading Their Liv.ng Pesis on Chi- 
engo—A Demand for General Vaccina- 
tlom—Desaths and New Cases—Stauber 
Does Wash Sometimes—Chnicago and 
Beston,. 

The perambulating smail-pox patients con- 
tinue to wulk into.the city, and at once find their 
way tothe Health Office, where they create a panic 
among everybody, whether persons coming to 
be vaccinated or city ewpioyés. It is an uafor- 
tunate state of affairs that all small-pox cases 
wulking into town, orsent from any lodging- 
house, should come direct to che Cit7-Hail, 
Three tramps came into the building about 
noon yesterday, and one of them directly into 
the Health Office, where Chief-Clerk Meri at 
once saw it wasasmall-pox case. All tbree 
were found to be snffering from the disease, aud 
Merki at once escorted them into the room on 
the second floor used by the carpenters. Here 
Wiiltam A. Basse, the city * wood-butevher,” was 
at work. He tied in dismay into the Water Uf- 
fice, and of course theugat be was badly used. 
The three cases were removed to the pest -house 
at about 1:0 o'clock. 

TUR WEST MADISON STREET CASES. 

Dr. Starkweather eports as follows on the 
cases at No. #6 West Madison street: The 
Urst case was that of a colored woman aged 20 
yeurs.

NO LAW TO MEET THE CASE. 

City-Attorney Grinnell bas rendered the fol- 
lowing opinion in regurd to the sending of small- 
pox cases by officials of other towns to Chicago, 
to Dr. De Wolf: 

“In answer to your question, as to remedy 
against persoas and officials of towns ubout Gpi- 
cugo seuding and bringing into the city from 
their respective towns persons afflicted with 
contagious disease, so that such towns may be 
rdot the charge, even vy inflicting disease and 
death upon neighborbood villages and towns, 1 
un vo to say that, by sume strange omission or 
overs ght, there is no statute of the State 
woich covers the case. Such a procee 
should be attended with severe 
penuities, as the offense is 1 
crime against the well-being of a vast number 
of people, and it seems incredible that an official 
of any town could act so shamefully. The at- 
tention of the Legisiature of the State should 
be brought to the subject and proper lewisiation 
bad. Tue statute provides a way for such tuwa 
to care for its Own paupers. or persons with con- 
tagious diseases, and hence there is no necessity 
tor any town or Village to compel another mu- 
nicipality to pay the expense incident to such 
cure. 

“ The ordinances of the city will cover the case 
of an individua) who brings sucoa diseased ber- 
sons into the city trom another towu or village, 
but will not reach a person who sends bim or 
directs bim to be brought bere.

MEMOIRS OF COUNT DE MELITO. 
These memoirs of a celebrated French Min- 
ister, Ambassador, and Councillor, supple- 
ment and—with the “Memoirs” of Lusien 
Bonaparte, soon to be published—will com- 
plete the historical narrative begun by Met- 
ternich and continued by Mme. de Rémusat. 
In fact, the warm reception accorded to the 
two works last mentioned is primarily re- 
sponsible for the publication of this bulky 
volume at this time. The French edition was 
issued at least twenty-five yearsago. Itisa 
valuable and important addition to the large 
number of works which treat of the great 
French Revolution and the stirring events of 
the early years of the present century. But 
as matter for interesting reading it is inferior 
to the Rémusat memoirs, being overloaded 
with historical details and narratives of diplo- 
matic and political movements. Nevertheless 
there is much entertaining matter within 
these pages. Why the editor should have 
omitted that portion. which describes the 
Count’s American trip and the result of his 
observations we-cannot imagine. Those 
chapters would have had especial interest 
for us, and the reason given fort their sup- 
pression is the very one that would most 
naturally be given for their ‘publication.

ODDITIES OF THE LAW. 
Generally speaking, the law would be re- 
garded as a rather serlous subject, but like 
nearly all others it too has a humorous side. 
Some of the features of this side of the case 
are presented by Mg. Franklin Fiske Heard in 
a volume recently issued by him, entitled 
“ Oddities of the Law.” It is little else than 
a collection of wise, witty, and odd remarks 
made by famous Judges, lawyers, and law re- 


porters. The compendium will be found 
both amusing and instructive, not only to the 
legal profession but to the general r. To

JUVENILE BOOKS. 

Prof. Raymond has prepared an illustrated 
„ Shakspeare for the Young Folk,” in which 
he has adapted three of the poet’s plays for 
the use of young people. Mr. Raymond’s 
theory isthat the young wili naturally ac- 
eept Shakspeare’s dramas and find pleasure in 
reading them if they can “skip” at will and 
only appropriate what they can assimilate. In 
this volume—which is to be followed by 
others—the editor has sought to do the 
** skipping” for the child, and yet to present 
the story complete and with sustained inter- 
est. As much of the original text as possi- 
ble has been preserved, and too lenghty or 
obscure passages have been replaced bya 
prose narrative. The idea is a novel and 
commendable one, and Prof. Raymond is 
well equipped for its successful prosecution. 
The three plays in this first volume are: 
„A Midsummer Night’s Dream”; “As 
You Like It“; “Julius Cesar’; and these 
plays were selected for the double reason 
that they represent three distinct types of 
Shakspeare’s dramas, and that, in differ- 
ent ways, they are peculiarly adapted to in- 
terest the youthful mind. ; 

Around the Hub“ is the title of a boy’s 
book about Boston by Samuel Adams Drake. 
It is in fact a sort of condensed account of 
our Puritan Fathers and of the early colonial 
days tersely described, and with all the charm 
of diction for which this author is noted. He 
takes his young readers around and through the 
city which believes itself to be the Capital of the 
universe, pointing out places of interest and 
furnishing compiete historical details, 

“ Young Folks’ History of the War for the 
Union” is by J. D. Champlin Jr., the editor of 
“ Young Folk Cyclopedias.” It is a singular 
fact that time has placed among curious and in- 
telligent readers a generation which bas no per- 
sonal knowledge of the Civil War. This volume 
is intended to suitthe needs of this growing 
class. and to be measurabiy complete and im- 
partial. It gives a plain, concise account 
of the most striking events of the Whr, 
enlivened by sketches of the prominent men 
w bo were engaged in it. The book is copiously 
illustrated with maps of battles and sieges, and 
in an appeudix are given the priovipai songs 
which grew out of the struggie, with a brief ac- 
count of their origin. 

“The Children’s Book is the title of a work 
by Horace E. Scudder, containing a collection 
of the best and most famous stories and poem: 
in the English language frum the best standard 
books written for children. It is beautifulir 
bound and illustrated in holiday style, witha 
frontispiece by Rosina Emmett. 

“The Cruise of the Ghost is a capital book 
for boys fond of sallmg and boating. Mr. W. I. 
Alden knows what he is talking about, and his 
nautical knowledge is considerable. In the 
course of his entertaining story be gives a great 
many useful hints about managing a sail-boat. 
The boys who make the cruise learo a good deal 
before their return, and so will the reader who 
keevs track of their journey. 

The account of Raleigh’s exploits and voyages 
during the reign of Queen Elizabeth has been 
— into readabie shape for youpg people by 

r. George Makepeace Towle. The story of the 
life of the wittiest and one of the most scholarly 
men of the Euglish Court is both brillant and 
pathetic. Mr. Towle has told it admirably and 
in a manner that cannot fall to interest those 
for whom he writes. 

Three of Mrs. Stowe's stories for children, one 
of which was published originally at least ten 
or tifteen years ago, are now republished’ in 
handsome shape for the boliday season. The 
titles of these stories are: “Little Puss® Wil- 
ow“: A Dog's Mission": * Queer Little Peo- 
pie.” Mrs. Stowe is an exceedingiy popular 
writer for children. as well as for those “ of an 
older growth,” and ber stories are invariably 
picasing and weil told. 

Cassell's Book of Indoor Amusements” is a 
companion volume to hie book of Sports and 
Pastimes.” It is often a difficult matter to tind 
gumes and amusements for children during long 
winter eveninss, or when small parties are given 
for their entertainment. This book is a store 
house of valuable information for the relict of 
all difficulties of this nature. It is an excellent 
bandbuk caretully prepared.

„The Summer School of Philosophy at Mount 
Desert is a pretty poem of love and courtship 
told in pictures. The ciever and humorous 
sketches are by J. A. Mitchell, a young and 
promising artist. The School is that of love, 
and Cupid its Principal. The methods are 
amusing, and will be familiar indeed to the 
countiess frequenters of this summer watering- 
piace, many of whom bave been participants in 
just such scenes as are here described. 


An exceedingly interesting as well as hand- 
some boliday volume is the one entitied ** Homes 
and Haunts of our Elder Poets.“ The work con- 
sists of biographical and descriptive sketches of 
Bryant, Emerson, Longfellow, Whittier, Holmes, 
and Lowell, with a portrait of each, and views 
of bouses in which they have lived and places 
with which they have been connected. e ar- 
ticles were originally printed in Scribner's, but 
have been added to and the engravings much 
improved. The volume is its own best recom- 
meaodation. . 


No section of the country offers greater at- 
tractions to the tourist or the summer sojourner 
than the rugged hills of New Hampshire which 
from time immemorial have been known as 
the White’ Mountains. in several num- 
bers of Harpers Magazine Mr. Drake 
had some papers on the more famous 
localities in this region. These papers have been 
revi and enlarged and rendereda perennial 
sourcé of pleasure by Mr. Gibson's admirabie 
illusuations. The text is weil written and the 
artist bas thoroughly succeeded in representing 
the different seasons of the year and their effect 
on foliage, meadow, and brook. The volume is 
a handsume one, aad canuot fail togive pleasure 
and general satisfaction. 

“Pilgrim's Progress in handsome binding is 
another volume which makes an auuual appear- 
ance about thistime. The volume we have re- 
ceived is defaced bya pasted slip on the titie 
pace, giving the name of the New York import- 
er. If Seribner & Welford consider it ut ail 
complimentary to send a volume looking like 
this one from their establishment they are mis- 
taken. Local firms do paste slips in Ks that 
do not belong to them, but publishers generally 
send decent-looking copies in the first place. 

Bickers & Son, of London, bave publisned a 
holiday book entitled“ Royal Characters from 
Sir Walter Scott.“ The illustrauons are by what 
is calied permanent photography,” the elfect 
of which is to giveacheap appearance to the 
entire work. The design of the compiler, or 
editor, is an excellent one, and has been wel! 
carried out. To create a taste for the works of 
Scott is to creute a taste for what is best in En- 
giien literature. 

The initial volume of a series which will be 
entitled Songs from the Great Poets is Len- 
uysous Song of the Brook. The iliustradons 
are not equal in merit to the text, and some ot 
them are in fact very inferior producdons for a 
book making pretensions to bea boliday work.

TWO WORKS BY DR. FOTHERGILL. 

Dr. J. Milner Fothergill is a London physi- 
cian of considerable eminence in his profes- 
sion who, besides being the author of num- 
erous medical memoirs of merit, has pro- 
duced several practical medical works that, 
while they are written more especially for 
the profession, are yet such as can be pleas- 
antly and profitably read by the generai 
public. The latest of these on Indigestion, 
Biliousnesa, and Gout in its Protean Aspects“ 
has just been issued by the medical publish- 
ing house of William Wood & Co., of New 
York. The present volume only comprises 
the first part on Indigestion and Bilious- 
ness, and therefore is, perhaps, as a 
whole more applicable to American con- 
ditions than it would be comprehending 
all these subjects together. Indigestion is 
common enough in this country—indeed, it 
is sometimes said to be characteristically an 
American 1 gout, except, pos- 
sibly, in some of its more protean shapes in 
which it is 3 recognizable, is here 
comparatively unknown. Billousuess is a 
popular term that is usually used to cover 


all the minor ailments of indigestion, but 
Dr. Fothergiil in this work woes at tength into 
the description and discussion of the phenomena 
of liver disturbanee and liver indigestion by 
itself. The knowledge of the functions of the 
live? is one of the best achievements of modern 
physiology, though as yet far from compiete, 
and its application to practical treatment of 
various disorders of digestion isa real step to 
the 2 ma of diseases. The ar-

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MISCELLANEOUS WORKS, °* 

Prehistoric archeologists will be greatly 
interested in a new volume by John Evans, 
of England, which has recently been repub- 
lished by D. Appleton & Co., of New York. 
Mr. Evans has previously published two 
volumes in the same line—one, in 1872, on the 
“Ancient Stone Implements, Weapons, and 
Ornaments of Great Britain,” and the other, 
in 1864, on the “Coins of the Ancient Brit- 
ons.” In the introduction of the present 
volume Mr. Evans discusses at considerable 
length questions pertaining to the relations 
of the stone, bronze, and iron ages. He con- 
tends that if these ages were not exactly con- 
temporaneous in all countries, they pretty 
nearly coincided in most European coun- 
tries, although they must be conceded to 
have shaded into each other in somewhat 
varied grees. He waintains, also, that they 
were related to one another in the order of, 
first the stone, secondly the bronze, and 
thirdly the iron. In this most archeologists 
agree with bim. Mr. Bvans regards. the bronze 
age in Britain as extending from 1,200 or 1,400 
years before Christ to 200 or 300 years B.C. He 
thinks that the use of tin may date almost or 
quite as far back as that of copper, especially in 
Southern Britain. It will surprise many read- 
ers to learn Bow numerous have been the dis- 
coveries of bronze implements in Scotland. 
England. and Iretand. These have been ciassi- 
tied by Mr. Evans 80 as to make the study of the 
subject easy and pleasant. It has been suggest- 
ed that this work of Mr. Evans may shed im- 

yrtant light upon the period and origin of 

ronze implements in America, whieb bas ut- 
tracted unusual attention in this country within 
the last few years. 

The New Ethics” is the title of au essay on 
the moral law of use, by Frank Sewali. e 
writer bas well studied his subject, and makes 
many good suggesuons. in some respects bis 
views are peculiar. He writes from a Sweden- 
borgian position. The treatise contravenes the 
low utilitarian and materialistic view of ethics, 
aud is thus adapted to be useful.

In an important paper relating to the use 
of anesthetics communicated to the Paris 


Academy of Sciences by M. Paul Bert, the | 


new French Minister of Public Instruction, 
experiments were described in which dogs, 
mice, and sparrows were kept in chambers 
containing air along with various propor- 
tions of some anesthetic. In a graduated 
series of such mixturesof increasing strength 
one is found just sufficient to cause insensi- 
bility, 
reached which kills. The interval between 
points (the anesthetic dose and the fatal 
dose) M. Bert calls the working zone (zone 
maniable). He has sought to determine it 
for various agents—chioroform, ether, amy- 
lene, bromide of ethyl, chloride of ethyl 
—for the animals named, and has reached 
the singular result that in all these cases 
the fatal dose is precisely double the — 
dose. Thus—e. g., in the case of mice submit- 
ted to chloroform six grams of chioroform

M. Bert recommends the use of a mask, 
communicating by a tube, with a zinc reservoir 
holding Wor Wolltres of the anesthetic mixture.

The 
background is Egyptian, and the fierce expres- 
sion of the still youthful face tells plainly at 
what period of life this picture was painted. 
library on the floor abuve has the best likeness 
of Napoleon Lil., a marbie bust done in the early 
days of his empire. This stands upon a large 

library table in the centre of the room. 
bistable is covered with books, pupers, and 
magazines. The writing-table of Eugenie apd a 
stand of lovers are at an east window. The 


book-shelves are done iu oak, and extend around 


two sides of the room. 

On the oppusit side of the passage is the sleep- 
ing-room of the Emp carpeted and fur- 
nished in biue and gray, with a bed curtained in 
biue and satin, and with windows toward the 
quiet lake and the vineyards beyond. Behind 
these are her boudoir and the rooms of ber lady 
attendant. The tnird floor is used by ber maids. 
The little chapel of Arene@berg is in front and 
a few steps to the west of the villa.

The Business of the Lend Commission 


Proceeding Rapidly, 


Special to London Timea, 

DUBLIN, Nov. 2.— While the machinery of the 
Land Commission is enlarged, and new fields are 
opened for rooting up the rights of property 
and cutting down rentals which have stood for 
generations, no arrangements have yet been 
made for hearing appeais. The Commissioners 
have resolved to proceed next with the duty of 
F leases made under undue pressure 
since Land act of 1870; and, while it may be 
admitted that this is a very proper object, it 
needs but little consideration to see that it is tar 
less urgent than the revision of the Sub-Com- 
missioners’ decisions in cases where appeals are 
taken, and the settlement of the principles. if 
there be any, upon which the judgments of such 
tribunals are to rest. This is a matter of vital 
importance to all parties, and should not be 
postponed. If the judicial valuations made by 
the Sub-Commissioners are to be checked, it is 
for the interest of the tenants as well as the land- 
lords that the work should be done without delay. 
That there will be along list of appeais is cer- 
tain. They have been resolved upon in various 
cases and upon various grounds. The legal 
soundness of the whole commission, root and 
branch, will be tested as fuliy as the law per- 
mits. Uptothe present no lawyer pretends to 
understand upon what legal principles the cen- 
trai court and the assistant tribunals have 
acted. The only possible clew to the mystery is 
contained in the mottoes, Live and Thrive,” 
* Rough and Ready.“ While the tenants have 
every reason to be satisfied with the decisions of 
the Sub-Commissioners, it is not at all clear they 
are satisfied, even in the north, for some of 
them are grumbling as if they still had a griev- 
ance. By the various classes who are inter- 
ested in the maintenance of property the judg- 
ments are read with astonishment and alarm, 
and it is asked: Have tne Seb-Commissioners 
received any general instructions? They dif- 
fer in some respects, but they agree 
in one with such marvelous unanimity 
as to lead to the inference that the 
word has gone forth, and is being implicitiy 
obeyed: “ Reduce the rent if che land is in good 
condition—the tenant is an improving one. Re- 
duce it it the land is deteriorated—it is a sign 
that the tenant is out of heart. Reduce it if he 
has no family, and no means to work the land. 
Reduce it it he hasalarge brood upon a small 
farm. Reduce it—never mind what the land 
might produce in other hands, the rent is too 
high for him. Reduce it if it bas continued un- 
changed (as in some of the Mo han cases) 
since 1817, when prices were at the lowest ebb 
afterthe European war: Reduce it if it was 
fixed in 1836, when the Tenement Valuation act 
was passed, and bas not been raised since. He- 
duce it if it was fixed in 1861, some years after 
the Poor Law Valuation act was passed. Re- 
duce it if the rental is lower than when the land- 
lord bought with his dard cus in the Landed 
Estates Court on the faith of the Imperial 
Parliament. Reduce it if the tenant has 
for nearly forty years in succession taken 
crops of y and after-grass off the land 
without putting a load of manure into it, 
though his reut has remained the same. Re- 
duce that, though landlords, too, have families 
—the law has still reserved that right to them; 
though they have wade settiements upon the 
assurance of their property being secured to 
them by the Constitution of the Empire, of 
which Ireland has nitherto been supposed to be 
au integral part, governed by the same laws; 
though they have borrowed money and con- 
tracted engagements upon the faith of this se- 
curity, represented by their rental. Reduce lt— 
let great houses be leveled to the ground when 
the property which sustains them is destroyed; 
let names which are honored for their historic 
fame and the social virtues which still attach to 
thew erased from the roll of the resident no- 
bility and gentry of Ireland; let the gentry 
whose homes have deen centres, not ohly of 
civilization and retinement, but of benevolence 
and kindness, be consigned to humiliation and 
poverty; let them be content if they es- 
cape the workhouse, from which some 
of them are but little removed, and if 
any fraction of their income de ieft 
to them out of their jointures and other charges 
upon property. If the order has. really gone 
forth, as they think, to reduce the rent, no mat- 
ter what may be the circumstances, the ruin of 
thousands of them will be inevitable; but they 
cling to the hope that the work of their destruc- 
tion will be stayed.“ The constitution of the 
tribunals to which the Legisiature has intrusted 
the disposal of property amounting to several 
millions in the year appears every day more un- 
satisfactory. 

A few examples will serve: 

A case in which Lord Clarina is the landiord 
was very remarkabie. Iu 1827, the land, consist- 
ing of 2a. r. llp., was let at 60a year. In 1837 
the rent was reduced to 450. The land was then 
subject to tithes; but after the Tithes,Commu- 
tation Act passed, in 1838, a further reduction of 
£2 lls was mage. That rent had been paid up to 
the present time. The tenant had made some 
improvements which were suitable to 
the holding, and for which the landilora 
allowed bim twenty years ago. He built 
uffices which were quite too large, and to the 
cost of which the landlord contributed K lu. 
Even du the last three years be had 
never ask for any abatement; but, so far 
irom being a poor tenant, weighed down by 
rack-rents, he bad purchased four farms at a 
vost of £1,000, and the only money he received 
otherwise than from his land was a sum of £3000 
on his marriage. It might have been thought 
that such facts would have far outweighed the 
evidenve of any valuations founded on opin- 
ion; but the sub-commissioners thought other- 
wise. and reduced the rent to #44. That case 
was put forward to feel the pulse of the court, 
and the result of the decision is that a number 
of applications will now be made. In Enright’s 
case, which was similar, they reduced the rent 
below the sum actually paid for a middleman. 
Enright had for over twenty years meadowed 
land without putting any manure upon it. The 
sub-commissioners, tak it as it was, fixed the 
rent at £9, instead of £19. The middleman pays 
£11, and must still pay, for he is solvent. 

Messrs. Robert Reeves, Q. C., Cornelius 
O' Keeffe, and and John Rice, the Sub-Commis- 
sioners appointed for the Limerick District, de- 
livered judgments in a number of cases yester- 
day. The cases were thuse of the tenants resid- 
ing in the neighborhood of Limerick City. It 
will be remembered that prior to taking evidence 
in support of the applications to have the rents 
reduced a preliminary question was raised as to 
the application of the town parks section to the 
holdings. The point was decided in favor of the 
tenants, and general evidence was then gone 
into to fix the value of the land per acre. The 
first case was that in wbich Patrick Mulhaily 
was tenant and Robert Moore landlord. Mul- 
baliy'’s holding consists of one acre and thirty- 
four perches. His former rent was 46 148, 
the Goverument valuation being 4410s. The 
Court reduced the rent to the Government 
valuation. Edmund Lawlor holds 3a. 3r. dip. 
under Robert Henry. His oid rent was 
£05 5s, and the Government valuation 
#10 15s. His future rent was fixed at 411 
10s. Daniel Reddin's farm, beid under the same 
landlord, contains la.

BALLINA, Nov. 21.—Messérs. J. G. McCarthy, 
Chairman, Haughton, and O'Shaughnessy, the 
Sub-Com missioners for the western district of 
Ireland. sat today to deliver Judgments in cases 
upon the estate of Mrs. Hale, near the Town of 
Bray.

Stocks Close Weak, Although Money 
Is Easier—A Good Buying 
mand‘ Reported for Stocks. 


Renewed Rumors About Wabash 
Dividend—Finances in 


Chicago.

The Produce Markets Generally Easier, 
Except Outs, and Mostly Less 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were more active than for the preced- 
ing day, but were by no means lively. Money 
was easier. The premium rose ooly as high as 
I- of 1 per cent, and at the close the rate was 
4percent. During the day a good buying de- 
mand was reported tor stocks, and it was fos- 
tered by some preposterous stories intended as 
stimulants. It was said, for instance, that Sec- 
retary Folger will soon begin to buy $5,000,000 
bonds a week outright, and iu addition will 
anticipate without rebate the payment of the 
bonds covered by the lan call, which 
matures Jan. 2. Among other bull arguments 
circulated about Wall street were phrases con- 
cerning the “prosperity of the country and 
prospects of easy money.” Nothing is more cer- 
tain than that the prosperity of the country, 
about which there can be no dispute, will pre- 
vent the immediate recurrence of any such 
period of easy money as we have had in this 
country the past two or three years. New en- 
terprises are calling for capital in every direc- 
tion. For two years money bas been competing 
for securities; now. securities will compete for 
mouey. Securities have been rising; now money 
will rise. 

Wabash preferred opened at 83%, but was 
weak in the afternoon, and sold down to SIX. It 
is asserted again on the street that the preferred 
will not pay its February dividend. These state- 
ments have a better source than street gossip 
usualiy has. If the dividend is passed the effect 
will be bad, not only on all other Wabash securi- 
ties, but ou those of Southwestern roads gener- 
ally. American railroad stocks in Europe will 
suffer in value. The default in the pre- 
ferred dividends, if it comes, will be 
a serious inuterrupuon to the Wuabasb 
program, which was to pay dividends on the pre- 
ferred and common until the latter could be 
marketed at par. One good thing that willcome 
out of the disaster will be the damage it will do 
to Mr. Gould’s repuation as a financier. He will 
be proved to be not the in vulnerable guide he is 
nuw believed to be by his followers, who draw 
checks blindly at bis bidding. 

Wabash is the subject of a good many news 
paragraphs nowadays. Kiernan’s News Agency 
reports that a Director in Wabash says the com- 
pany bas aiready earned a dividend on preferred 
stock, and that a corner in preferred stock is 
not an impossibility. According to the Graphic 
Mr. Gould is said to have advised his frieuds to 
cover up shorts in Wabasb. There are said to 
be only about 60,000 shares of the preferred 
stock in this country. and the short interest is 
estimated at 35,000 shares. The short interest on 
the common is rather less. 

“Iam a heavy stockholder, but I don't know 
a word about this matter,” said Mr. William H. 
Vanderbilt Tuesday evening, when asked what 
he thought about Mr. Jay Gould's pruject of a 
terminus in New York for the New York & New 
England Rallroad. “It may be a mere stock- 
jobbing operation, and it may be genuine. They 
didn't consult me, and I have no means of 
knowing their plans.“ 

Friends of Reading, Kiernan states, say stock 
is going above 9. There is a rumor Mr. Vander- 
hilt has privately bougbt a block of McCalmont 
stock. Aside trom any such purcbase, Mr. Van- 
derbilt and his immediate associates have 110,000 
shares of stock. Mr. Gowen is bringing 50,000 
shares of votable stock with him from Europe, 
and parties in a position to know say Vander- 
bilt and Gowen will vote fully 300,000 snares, and 
250,000 will elect. 

The Rio Grande Division bonds of the Texas 
Pacific are not the only ones that are proving 
unsalable. Weare informed that a market is 
wanted and is wanting for the bonds of the new 
New York. St. Louis & Chicago Road, which bas 
been stocked and bonded just as recklesiy as any 
of the old watered concerns it is built to com- 
pete with. 

Although money was (per cent at the close, 
the market was weak. Rumors of the failure of 
a Philadelphia bank created some depression. 

The railroad war was again reported settied. 

Pullman sold at 129%. 

Outside quotations were: Oregon Improve- 
ment stock, an; bonds, 90%@00X%; Oregon 
& Transcontinental, 74%@75: North River Con- 
struction Company stock, 21621. 

Forty-three Western roads for the last month 
show an increase in earnings of $2,250,000; and 
thirty-four roads from January to December 
show an increase of $26,000,000.

A member of the Board of Trade said yester- 
day: For the six weeks ending with this date 
last year, our visible supply of wheat increased 
about 5,000,000 bu. For the same time this year 
it bas decreased 1,500,000 bu (round numbers in 
both cases); and the farmers are not send- 
ing it in, which may be presumed to mean that 
they ha ve not got it to send. Shippers are get- 
ting a good profit right along by paying $1.16 for 
our No. 3 wheat for direct export, and thefe is 
little No. 2offered. I do not believe in a 400,000,- 
000 bu wheat crop this year, whoever may claim 
it; and the facts will prove that our yield has 
been greatly overestimated. Our visible supply 
of corn has also decreased 1,800,000 bu during 
last week, and rejected og track is today selling 
at e per bu more than No. 2 in store. The 
people are wanting both wheat and corn faster 
than it is being supplied, and the prices that are 
now being paid are for consumption. They are 
not speculative.“ 

A Milwaukee authority estimates that one- 
third of the wheat surplus of Wisconsin has 
been already delivered. He says that receipts 
from Northern Wisconsin promise to increase. 
An increase in the movement from Minnesota is 
also probable. 

A private count, finished yesterday, took in 
177,000 bris of new pork. It was inferred from 
this that the stock on hand aggregates some 
200,000 bris, which is a big increase since the 
middie of last month.

Vesterday’s Proceedings in His Trial at 
Kalamazeoo, Mich., for uurder. 
wecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
KALAMAZOO, Mich., Dec. 9.— The people rested 
their case this morning after having shown that 
Voscamp inflicted three fatal wounds ou Lyman 
Cady with malice and deliberation, in the pres- 
ence of the family of deceased; that the two last 
shots were fired after deceased bad fallen, ro- 
spondent remarking, “Got enough? Will you 
pay me now?" Respondent's confessions were 
proven admitting the killing and giving as a rea- 
son at one time that be killed him because Cady 
would not settle with him, and at other times 
that Cady started after him with a 
pitebfork, and be defended himself; 
also, that he shot Cady while. Cady 
was leauing over a bin at work. The defense 
was begun and an opening speech made by 
George P. Stewart, of Grand Haven, claiming 
that, while insanity was frequently made use of 
as a defense, in this case it was a legitimate de- 
fense and in accordance with the facts, and 
while if sane bis client was responsibie, yet if 
insane be must be acquitted. Two witnesses from 
Grand Rapids were sworn, who testified that in 
the fall of 1880 they considered Voscamp insane. 
He was trying to get a book published which 
Was an unintelligibie jargon of words. Letters 
written by bim were offered in evidence, which 
were incoherent and gross nonsense. Voscamp 
was put upon the stand, and, while he showed 
he bad a delusion that he should be President 
of the United States, and was entitied to the 
President's salary, and was in cahoots with King 
William of Prussia, yet upon otber subjects he 
appeared sane, bad memory, and gave a careful 
account of his lite and the bomicide.' 
today that Cady struck him in the eye, and that 
if be bad not been etruck he would 
not have killed bim: that it was wrong 
to kill people without cause; that it was wrong 
to lie and steal, or to break any of the Teun Com- 
mapaments, of which he bada perfect knowl- 
edge. Dr. Foster Pratt was sworn as an expert, 
and thought the prisover an imbecile and feebie- 
minded, in ordinary allairs rational; bad a good 
memory, but great temper. Under one ques- 
tion he thought the prisoner unaccountable; 
but to anotber question put by the prosecution 
he thougbt be was accountable at the time of 
the tragedy. There is no doubt Voscamp is pe- 
culiar and weak-minded, but whether enougd so 
to create legal respousibility or not the jury will 
decide, The case will brobabiy close tomorrow.

A dairy cow, moreover, never reaches perfec- 
tion in her line until she bas arrived at maturi- 
ty; she must reach this period ot life with 
all her facuities unimpaired if we expect her to 
a cow as Nature intended her to be.

She ditfers in this respect from the best beef- 
us it were at 


to early maturity and early decayxfor many zen- 
erations, they have become enervated and con- 
stitutionaliy delicate. High feeling has done 
this in both instances, and as a short life and a 
merry one in the animal is most profitable to 
the breeders of beef and horses fit only for the 
turf, bigh feeding has accomplished what 
was desired, the gain being greater than 
the sacrifice. Not so, however, with the 
cow. Her powers mature siowly, and depend 
very much ou the strength ot ber constitution. 
When this is impaired either by breeding or by 
feeding der value is diminished. For in the 
work of bearing young and giving milk in which 
ber whole life is passed, the tax upon her vital 
forces is such that none but the most robust 
can endure it. In establishing a dairy breed, 
therefore, early maturity, with its accompany- 
ing evils, is not desirable. On the contrary, it 
should be avoided, and thai mode of feeding 
should be adopted which will be conducive to 
bealth in the individual and to the breed, and 
which will in no way exhaust the powers and 
shorten the life of the race. 

In addition to this, great regard should be had 
in raising dairy stock to the effect which differ- 
ent kinds of food produce upon the animal 
economy. Whatever enlarges the bony struct- 
ure of the female calf beyond what is necessary 
tor ber strength is worse than useless, A coarse- 
boned cow rerely reaches that standard of ex- 
cellence, both in the quantity and quality of ber 
milk which is attractive to the breeder or satis- 
factory to the consumer. 

It would seem, therefore, that in rearing api- 
mals for the dairy care should be taken that the 
young are not so fed as to develop a tendency to 
great size either in frame or in adipose tissue; 
or $0 as to estabiish in tue end a race which bas 
every faculty except that of producing milk. 
I would not advocate a deficiency of food for 
young dairy start: but I would argue against an 
excess of articles of a bigbly stimulating-quali- 
ty. The pian of the Scotch farmer is undoubt- 
edly a good one: to take their calves early from 
the dam, feed them from the dish, and bring 
them to solid food or pasture as soon as the con- 
dition of the young stomach will allow. Instead 
of linseed meul they use a great quantity of oat- 
meal, an article of food much less predisposing 
to fat and keeping up a vigorous growth. We 
bave in this country a good quality of bay every- 
where as a basis of feeding; and after 
the calf is weaned, or after she has had 
milk enough to give her a fair intro- 
duction into life, hay, in the form of 
hay tea and afterwards of rowen, is undoubt- 
— the best food the animal can have, espe- 
cially when aided by a few roots, such as tur- 
nips or carrots. In such eases milk is aban- 

ed ata verv early age and skimmed mik is 
advantageously used as a substitute. I[ should 
not recommend the use of grain, especially that 
containing a superabundance of oily mutter, as 
Indian corn and limseed for young dairy stock, 
or even for dairy cows when in the flush of 
milk. Perhaps corn-meal sparingly, or bariey, 
or oatmeal, may be used in winter, should the 
animal seem not to thrive well. Buta calf that 
is properiy weaned, and properly fed after 
weaning, and furnished with a good pasture, 
will be carried through the first winter most 
satisfactorily on guod, sweet hay, especially 
rowen with roots. In this way cana uniform 
and well balanced animal be produced which, 
when put to dairy uses, will not become course 
and raw-bred in ber appearance, nor take on 
nes at the expense of the milk-pail. 

Ihave considered the quality of dairy cows 
and the method of feeding them as the most 
essential matters to every dairy farmer. I 
have said the State of Iowa possesses 834,097 
cows. If by proper breeding and feeding you 
can increase the yield of milk one quart to each 
cow, you will easily add 100,000 pounds of butter 
per year to the present product. Add to this 
the increased number of cows which your farms 
could easily — and you have an iedustria! re- 

hich your State may be proud as 
spe now is of the energy, and thrift which are 
rapidiy securing that increase. This calcuin- 
tion is Worthy of your consideration. The East- 
ern manufacturer knows that a very slight in- 
crease per bour in the product of his mill, or tho 
securing of but a fraction of a cent per yard on 
his cloth will often constitute his protit. So of the 
farmer. A small addition to each item of a large 
aggrérate of bis crops will necessarily yield bim 
a large reward. Lou will pardon me, therefore, 
for entering into the mere details of your busi- 
nese as mavagers of dairy herd. The cure of 
the creameries is important, but you must first 
seoure the cream as economically and protita- 
bly as possible. The protection of the market 
against aduiterations is all important: but a 
strong check to fraud is an ample Supply of a 
reliabie product. The occupation’ of the home 
and freight market is a matter worthy of your 
ambition, but we must go first to our cows for 
our power to supply the market. For the very 
foundation of this business lowa has great op- 
portunities. In soil and ciimate, in pure water 
and sweet tures, she is aimost unequaled in 
this land. Together with ber sister States of 
the Northwest, she can reap a great barvest 
from ber berd, and increase largely her prosper- 
ous agriculture. 


The Sugar Grove Farmers“ Institute and 
Industrial School. 

There was held on the. Ist and 2d of Decem- 
ber a farmers’ institute in connection with 
the Normal and Industrial School at Sugar 
Grove, Kane County, III., both of which, the 
institute and school, are of so unique and pe- 
culiar a chgracter, and possessing such gen- 
uine merit, as to be worthy of publication 
and emulation. The farmers of Sugar Grove 
Township are a very thrifty and intelligent 
class of people, who have deserved the bene- 
fit of these yearly conventions, and wb this 
year displayed the greatest interest in the 
success of their pet institution. Dr. Teft, of 
Elgin, was elected Permanent Chairman. II. 
Henry Chapman, of Sugar Grove, 
welcomed the delegates and visit- 
ors in a speech remarkable for its 


concise statements of the position and 
duties of the farmer. He advocated organ 
ization, fo the end that farmers might be 
enabled to secure needed State and National 
legislation. The farmer should not only be 
taught to handle the team and plow, but the 
nature and composition of the soil. He 
should understand the principles of domestic 
and poiitical economy, of finance and the laws 
of trade, as well as the fundamental principies 
of State and National legisiation. Instead of 
being the mudsilis, the farmers, from their 
numerical strength and the importance of their 
calling, should be masters of the situation. 

The first topic discussed was, Will Draining 
Pay?’ and the subject drew out quite a lengthy 
and interesting discussion of the question in all 
lis bearings. Mr. Valentine, of Aurora, opened 
the discussion, which was we a in by Mr. 
Paul Nichols, of Hinckley; A. Chapman, of 
Big Rock; Mr. Stewart, of Piano; and several 
otbers.

Hliinois to the Front. 

The proud position of Illinois as an agri- 
cultural State has been demonstrated by the 
returns of the late census. An @xamination 
of the returns places the State in the van in 
various departments of agriculture, and to 
the surprise of probably seven-tenths of the 
people gives the State an enviable position 
in the line of manufacturing and the pro- 
duction of mineral riches. In field crops 
the late census returns give the State the 
honor of leading all others in the production 
of corn, wheat, rye, and oats, while in pota- 
toes and hay Illinois is exceeded by but three 
States. In number of farm animals the 
State leads with horses and hogs, and is be- 
hind only two States in the number of mules. 
In the number of cattle, Lilinois accedes the 
prestige to three other States. 

In the line of meat packing, the lumber 
traffic, the production of malt and distilled 
liquors, the manufacture of agricultural im- 
plements, and the number of miles of rail- 
way, IIlinois takes the lead. The Prairie 
State has never been considered importantin 
mineral wealth, and many will be surprised 
to learn that she stands third in value of her 
coal productions, and in the manufacture ot 
iron and steel is entitied to the fourth place. 
The inexhaustible veins of bituminous coal, 
which bas been such a source of business 
prosperity during the past twenty years, are 
being more extensively worked. New corpora- 
tions have been formed within the past two 
years, and a very large number of new sbafts 
and mines have been and are being sunk. The 
coal belt in La Salle, Kankakee, Sadgamon, and 
other counties have in consequence attracted 
great interest from Eastern capitalists, who had 
in vears past invested large sums in purchasing 
farms in these localities, and whe now find 
themselves the owners of these great coal priv- 
ileges. 

There can be no question that the standing of 
Illinois as an agricuitural and stock-raising State 
will before many years begin to deteriorate, the 
reason being that manufacturing interests will 
certainly usurp much of the attention now given 
to farming mall its branches. 

Farm lands in Illinois are becoming too valua- 
ble for strictly farming. pu and so much 
of this property being underiaid witb great and 
practically inexbaustible mineral weaith, it is 
the opinion of many ghrewd, foreseeing farm- 
ers that the great breeding ahd feeding centre 
must before many years be west of the Missis- 
sippi, and that [Illinois will become a great man- 
ufacturing State. In this connection, and as 
tending to show the propensity to locate these 
manufacturing interests within the State, it may 
be said that within a short time the ladies of the 
Prairie State, which bas for years depended 
upon hog and bominy for its staple production, 
will be enabled to buy silk manufactured 
at their own door, and within their own baili- 
wick. The tarmer giris are yradually being more 
generally afford the facilities for education 
and a higher degree of culture, and the intro- 
duction of bomemade silks will doubtiess result 
in the final disappearance of homespun lin- 
seys, and the gradual adoption of views more in 
accordance with foreign and domestie ideas of 
style. No other State in the Union takes the 
lead in 80 —— important industries, and there 
is no telling where the great - fertility of soil, 
mineral wealtb, network of railroads, energy, 
and brains of ber farmers and business-men will 
piace the State at the end of another decadc. 


A Hereford Complaint. 

Tre TRIBUNE is in receipt of a lengthy 
communication from Mr. T. L. Miller, the 
well-known Hereford breeder of Beecher, 
II, in which he repeats his insinuations 
against the members of the State Board ot 
Agriculture for having. selected judges at 
the Fat-Stock Show who were presumably 
not Mr. Miller’s own choice. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Hereford cattle were 
awarded the great honors of the recent 
show, Mr. Miller seemed to be of 
the opinion that himself and the 
Hereford breeders generally have been 
most egregiously wronged in some way. He 
charges that two-thirds of the members of 
the State Board are Short-Horn breeders, 
further, that the officers of the ring and the 
superintendent of forage and stalls were 
also Short-Horn breeders. Granted that this 
be true, the fact remains that the Short-Horn 
men failed to receive the highest honors of 
the show. Mr. Miller says “at least seven 
ot the nine judges were selected from dis- 
tricts represented by prominent Short-Horn 
breeders.”’ Granted that this also be true, 
the Hereford men were winners of the high- 
est honors of the show. 

Mr. Miller says that we have clearly the 
right to ask that impartial, intelligent, and 
experienced men should be selected for 
judges. This is 110 true, and THE 
TRIBUNE has at all times nsisted upon hav- 
ing impartial, intelligent, and experienced 
men for positions, and the facts are 
clearly susceptible of proof that where objec- 
tions have been made in proper form and in a 


gentlemanly manner, the State Board have al- 
ways been willing to concede anythingthat would 


establish harmony, but they do, and probably | 


will continue to, object to any effort 
upon the part of any man or the rep- 
resentatives of any breed of cattle who 
attempt to dictate who shall be selected to pass 
upon the stock exbibited. In this view of the 
case the board will be quite universally sus- 
tdined, on the ground that if the question of 
bonest and unbiased selection of judges cannot 
be made without the exhibition of unseemly 
and in many cases virulegt abuse as against the 
board, the Fat-Stock Sh had better be rele- 
gated to obscurity. 

Mr. Miller says further: “The show of Here- 
fords at the Fat-Stock Show of 1880 was as fine a 
show as was ever made at any show, and the 
Sbort-Horn breeders undertook to break their 
defeat by charging fraud and skill in feeding, 
and your reporter was with them.“ In refer- 
ence to this implication as to the course of THE 
TRIBUNE, it may be dismissed with the assertion 
that not ove word was written or published that 
wus not fully warranted by the show, and the 
decision of those perhaps as competent to judge 
of points of excellence, as the interested exhi- 
bitors of any particular breed of stock. The 
Fat-Stock Show was orwanized for decent, honest 
competition, and witbout the fullest exhibition of 
these desirable characteristics cannot long 
survive. The course of Tux TRIBUNE has been 
one to which no well- founded objection eould 

ibly be raised, unless by one whose only 
aim would seem to be to tear down every bar- 
rier to his success without the slightest consid- 
eration for the rights and feelings of other peo- 
pie. Nothing but the Millennium will bring about 
the state of things so ardently desired by the 
breeders of Hereford cattie, unless the useless, 
unprofitable “nagging” of certain of their 
number is discontinued.

One man in Minnesota showed mesa stove for 
burning straw, which was built of brick.

Thus the dirt, ashes, 
and straw all littered up the wood-shed, while 
the clean heat came into the house. On each 
side of the stove, between the stove and the par- 
titions, were layers of brick a foot thick, which 
acted as heat- reser voirs.

Feeding Stock in Transit. 

Within the past twenty-five years, during 
which the live-stock trade of America has 
assumed its present gigantic proportions, there 
has been a constant cry for the perfection of 
some plan which would guarantee a more 
humane mode of transportation for all kinds 
of stock. Companies have been incorporated 
for the purpose of building cars possessing 
the elements of comfort, as well as facilities 
for the proper feeding of animals while in 
transit, and a vast amount of inventive 
genius has been displayed in perfecting a 
system that would transport stock long dis- 
tances, and at the same time deliver 
them at their destination in prime condition. 
The losses to shippers through shrinkage 
caused by defective care and the accompany- 
ing exposure of long journeys have been 
very great, and while the success of men who 
have made the matter a study has resulted in 
the production of a better character of cars, 
there has always been more or less severe 
losses caused by the inability to properly feed 
and water stock, The old method of unioading 
at intervals for the purpose of feeding and wa- 
tering is an expensive measure, to say 
nothing of the great loss of time. The 
consequence bas been that Yankee ingenuity 
has been taxed toinvent some pian by which 
animais could be properly fed and cared for 
without the delay, and it now seems as though 
something practicable was about to result from 
these efforts. The latest candidete for favor in 
this regard is Mr. Alfred D. Tingley, of the Hu- 
mane Live-Stock Express Company, of New York 
City. who bas evolved a plan which be thinks 

all the requirements pom to in- 
sure rapid transit and the best of care. r. Ting- 
ley’s pian is to establish a number of “ cattle res- 
taurants”’ aloug each line of railroad that trans- 
ports live stock. They will be 200 miles apart, 
and the cattie can be fed and watered every 
twelve hours. Whena train with a load of cat- 
tie on board gets within twenty miles of one of 
these restaurants a telegram will be sent to the 
officer in charge, and when the train arrives 
everything will bein readiness. Great iron cups, 
about as iarge as and something of the shape of 
a good-sized kitchen pot, will contain f and 
Water, run into them through rubber pipes from 
tanks above. The train will stop between two 
rows of these troughs, those on one side con- 
taining water and those ov the other side hoid- 
ing four quarts of tood consist ot a mixture 
of ground corn, oats, and cut Each car 
will have sixteen openings on each side, all of 
which can be easily closed when the car, which 
need be nothing more than an ordinary cattle- 
car such as is at present used, is required for 
other purposes on the return trip. Into each of 
these openings a trough with food or water 
will be pushed by means of a sliding bar upon 
which it rests. It will move forward to the car 
direct, or sideways, as may be required to reach 
the opening, the side metion being accomplished 
by sliding it along anotner bar extending the 
whole length of the restaurant, the bar by which 
it is pushed forward accompanying. The fiexi- 
ble rubber tubes through which the food and 
water passes will, of course, offer no resistance. 
Mr. Tingley has in his office a model of a res- 
taurant. 

The cattle shippers and dealers of the entire 
country will watch with unusual interest the de- 
velopment of the new invention, which it but 
partially successful cannot but be of great im- 
portance and profit to them, 


Imcreasing Interest in the Subject or 
Euallage. 

THE TRIBUNE some time since contained a 
brief reference to the subject of ensilage, 
taking the ground that in certain localities, 
more especially where the country was 
thickly settled, it was but a question of a 
short time when the preservation of green 
tood for winter feeding would become more 
or less general among stock-feeders.

tem, and the erection of silos or preserving 
bins is becoming more general. At the late 


Dairy Convention at Cedar Rapids Commis 
siouer Loring did not besitate to recommend the 
idea of preserving feed in this way, and he went 
60 far as to say that a t mistake was 

made by farmers who not give the subject 
their earnest thought. it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that stock in winterquarters will tatten more 
rapidly and to better advantage upon food 
sessing part of its ori freshness, and as the

How to Wash Fliannels. 
To the Editor of tne Vhicago Tribune. 

Cui1caGco, Dec. 9.—The belef is quite general 
that soft, ail-wool flannels cannot be washed 
without shrinking and getting yellow, and for 
these reasons many persons deny themselves 
the luxury of wearing them. But there is no 
foundation in fact for such a belief, as the soft- 
est and finest ttannels may be wasbed an indetinit 
number of times without becoming harsh or 
yellow, or shrinking in the least, if the follow 
method is invariabiy pufsued: ‘Dissolve a smal 
quantity of good soap in hot water. Add cold 
water enougk to torm a suflicient quantity of 
suds. Be careful not to bave the suds too 
strong. Put the flannels in the cold suds and 
let them soak for several hours, when, unless 
they are very much soiled, — can be cleansed 
perfectly by a little rubbing. If they are very 
dirty it may be necessary to the suds in 
which they are soaked two or tbree times. 
Rinse in cold water softened with a little soap or 
borax. Do not rub soap u the flannels. A 
little dissolved borax should be added to the 
water in which flannels are washed, but no 


\Diueing should ever be used. Burax softens 


and whitens them; biueing renders them harsh 
and unsightly. It is best to always iron flanneis 
before they are quite dry. PF. EWISd.

The County Derry (Irish) Electioa. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CnrIcaGo, Dec. 9.—Your correspondent, J. C. 
M..“ in his communication today furnishes 
much valuable and interesting misintormation 
in regard to the special election to fill a vacancy 
in Parliament from the County Londonderry. 
What he affirms is strictly accurate, with these 
few exceptions—viz.: (1) His statement that the 


Land League had no candidate in the field has 


been explained by your interjected statement 
that their candidate had withdrawn fh favor of 
the Tory candidate. (2) His statement that the 
Tories contented themselves with a useless, 
harmless, unknown stranger,” without any 
particular record, is the reverse of the 
truth. The Tory candidate, Sir Samuel Wil- 
son, the present owner and occupant of Hugh- 
henden Manor, the former residence of 
the late Lord Beaconsfield, was in fact 
the very strongest candidate the Tories could 
a ve nominated. He is a native of the adjoin- 
ing County of Antrim, and is a member of a 
family, some members of which have suffered 
for civil and religious liberty. He isa Presby- 
terian in religious belief, and he also indorsed 
the Land act of 1881. (3). His statement that

What Can We Do for Our Criminals? 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CuIcaGo, Dec. 9.—In a recent issue of your 
paper I noticed an editorial under the caption 
of “The Punishment.of Crime.” I was very 
glad indeed that gou treated this subject so 
fairiy. But IL wish twhile you were writing 
upon this subject you would also have given 
your views upon the best methods of regulating 
and decreasing it. And I hope that you will at 
some future time in an editoral discuss the 
present urgent necessity of doing something in 
the way to prevent crime. 

My object in writing this letter is to enlist the 
sympathy and aid of those who are interested in 
this work to some immediate action. Let us ex- 
amine the state of affairs as they exist today in 
Chicago, and see if there is not something that 
we can do that will decrease crime in 
our city. I find that nearly three-fourths 
of the inmates of our State Peniten- 
tiary at Joliet are young men, the majority 
are uneducated, and nearly four-fifths were in- 
temperate. Now while it is certain that all who 
drink liquor do not steal, it is safe to say that 
every professional ‘thief will readily induige in 
intoxicating liquors. Now witb a knowledge of 
criminals extending over four years 1 believe I 
speak the truth when I say that the majority 
will-readily aud freely induige in all kinds of 
licentiousness when at large. I refer now to 
professionals. But there is feund in every pris- 
on a certain number who can, I believe, if 
brought under — influences be led to lead 
better lives. ow what are the influences 
brought to bear upon the young men of our 
city? What are the temptations that are thrown 
open to this unfortunate class of our commu- 


nity? 

Let us see. Bound an oblang square of which 
Clark. State, Madison, and Twelfth streets are 
the boundaries, and what do you find? First, 
600 liquor saloons, a8 many bouses of prostitu- 
tion, fifty gambliing-hbells, nearly 200 concert sa- 
loons, and five variety theatres. I think it sale 
to gay that there will be found in this vicinity, 
uicht, 3,000 prostitutes who are plying their 
arts to lead into a deeper whiripvol of destruc- 
tuon the 12,000 young men who patronize 
various resorts.of pleasure. 

Is it any wonder that we have so many crim- 
mals? Is it at all surprising that with this situa- 
tion of affairs a discharged convict will relapse 
into his old ways? And what is more surprising, 
where is our society to aid these even to lead 
better lives? Now let us have a society of good 
men who shall not preach at these men but work 
vi and for them. We want in Chicagu a place 
were these men can be met and he to lead 
better lives, and where the Gospel of Christ as 
preached in Palestine can be beard by them. 
We want such a place right in the midst of the 
very places where the temptations are strong- 
est. We want a place where at any hour of the 
day or night a poor, wayward girl who desires to 
lead a better life can nud sympathizing friends, 
but above all, where work, genuine work forour 
criminal classes can be done. It is one thing to 
pray over and for a poor fellow, it is quite 
another to put bim in the way to earn an bouest 
living and away from temptation. Who will 
start in this work? Is not the experiment worth 
trying? Who will, with the writer, engage in 
this work?
